Nicole Gallo was not an average 
girl. Yes, she went to school, played 
sports, and hung out with friends, but 
she possessed a unique quality — a 
characteristic — that set her apart from 
others. This characteristic was appar- 
ent to anyone that crossed paths with 
her, for they too were touched by the 
warmth ofher sunshine 

While people can point fingers or 
attempt to find someone to blame, 
J the tragic accident that took the life 
of Nicole Gallo was just that — an 
accident. Nicole's young life was cut 
short on Aug. 1 4, 2009 when she was 
struck by a car while walking outside 
of the Delaware County Memorial 
Hospital. The driver, reaching for 
her iPod, lost control of the car and 
hit Nicole and her friend, Christine 
Bochanski. Bochanski was critically

injured but was released from the 
hospital Aug. 25, 2009. 

It is a shame for those who never 
met Nicole, because her classmates, 
friends, and fellow athletes could not 
fathom a life without knowing her. 



Individuals that did know Nicole 
were blessed because of the genuine 
compassion and enthusiasm that she 
displayed in everything she did. As

College prepares as 
nation enters flu season

Flu season is rapidly approach- 
ing and college students all over the 
United States now have a new strain 
to be wary of. Swine Flu, otherwise 
known as the H 1 N 1 strain has been 
running rampant through commu- 
nities over the spring and summer 
months and will most likely be ap- 
pearing on college campuses next. 

Health Services at LVC have 
been in contact with the CDC 
(Center for Disease Control) and 
are receiving information as the flu 
season progresses. 

"Students should not be wor- 
ried," says Julie M. Wolf, Head 
College Nurse and Director of the 
College Health Center, "due to how 
preventable the illness is." 

According to Health Services 
and the CDC, the H 1N1 flu strain is 
very preventable. With good hand 
washing and by practicing good 
habits, the chances of spreading and 
contracting the illness will be low- 
ered dramatically.

"You'll get immediacy which 
you don't get in a weekly news- 
paper," said Bob Vucic, Lecturer 
in English and advisor to La 
Vie. 

Weaver recommended that 
students sign up for e-mail alerts 
or join the La Vie Facebook and 
Twitter groups so they will know 
when breaking news is happen- 
ing. Links to both the Facebook 
account and the Twitter account 
are on the La Vie Online home 

page- 
Weaver explained that stories 
held for the print edition will be 
made available online at 4 p.m. 
on Wednesday afternoons, the 
same time the print edition is 
released. 

By adding an online edi- 



tion, La Vie "reflects the current 
trends in journalism," Vucic said. 
"We have to be up to speed with 
what's going on in the industry," 
he added. 

Even so, the La Vie print edition 
will continue as before, he clarified. 
"There's a feeling that it's needed 
and wanted." 

Weaver also stated that a full 
PDF file of the print edition will 
be available for download on the 
website. 

"I think everybody's very 
pleased with how [the website has] 
turned out," Weaver said. 

Still, he encouraged readers to 
provide feedback. 

"We'll try to tailor this towards 
their wants and needs," he noted. 

Overall, Weaver has high 
hopes for La Vie Online, as he 
remarked, "I think it will be very 
successful."

Tamiflu will not be 
given out at the health center.

Humanities Renovations 

Historical campus landmark gets a makeover

Lebanon Valley College's his- 
torical Humanities building is still 
in the process of getting a face lift. 
The administration has been dis- 
cussing plans to restore the entire 
exterior of the building for a decade. 
The building was built in 1905 and 
therefore considered by the College 
to be one of the oldest and most his- 
toric buildings on campus. 

In 2005, Humanities underwent 
a facility condition assessment, 
leaving the building a high prior- 
ity with six million dollars in pre- 
ferred maintenance. The admin- 
istration decided it best to work 
on the Humanities building from 
the inside out in order to keep the 
weather out. Architect Jim Milner 
of Chadds Ford, who specializes in

historic restoration work, was cho- 
sen as the designer in 2006. Archi- 
val photos of the building's original 
state were given to Milner to ensure 
accuracy. 

"The goal is to restore the build- 
ing in a historically accurate way, 
unlike what was done in previous 
decades," said Don Santostefano, 
Senior Director of Facilities Man- 
agement at the College. 

The restoration includes a new 
roof, terracotta replacements, win- 
dow replacements, brick restoration, 
and a refurbished parapet. The alu- 
minum windows have been replaced 
with more weatherproof, energy- 
efficient models. The bricks have 
been "re-pointed," which involves 
grinding the mortar joints back and 
refilling them. This will make the 
walls more water-tight. The parapet 
will be redone to its original historic 
design. The main concern, however, 
is the deterioration of the masonry, 
especially at roof level. 

The research this project in- 
volved was Santostefano's favor- 
ite part of the job. Ten years ago, 
there was not enough funding or 
information to restore the building 
accurately. Don was hired as the 
Director of Facilities Management 
in March of 2006, close to the time 
that the architect was selected. 

"An historic architect is the best 

person to know how to do this 

project," Santostefano added. "We K.MILLER 



don't want it to be compromised. 
We want to make the right deci- 
sions so the outside won't need to 
be touched for a long time". 

This project will take $2.3 mil- 
lion to complete. According to 
Vice President for Finance Deb Ful- 
lam, money is set aside each year to 
save for large future projects. This 
project-funding figure is based on 
enrollment for the year. In 2006, 
enrollment numbers were much 
higher than expected, allowing $1 
million to be saved that year for 
this restoration. The remainder was 
saved in 2007 and 2008. 

"These funds are not based on bor- 
rowing," Fullam explained. "There- 
fore, we will be able to go ahead with 
the project without problems from 
the economic situation." 

Most of the disruptive work 
was done during the summer, yet 
construction on the building will 
continue throughout this semester. 
The completion of the project is 
anticipated by mid-November. 

Completely renovating the in- 
side of Humanities may not occur 
in the near future. Other competing 
needs such as the residence halls, 
Mund, and Blair will seemingly 
take precedence.

She had a favorite saying which 
she always quoted, "Put it in a bub- 
ble and blow it away." 

"It means if you had anything 
that was bad or really bothering 
you to just put it in a bubble and 
blow it away because life is always 
going to get better," explains close 
friend, Jerome Duncan. 

"It actually works" says friend, 
Johanna Walker. 

There is no doubt that this girl was 
loved by many people. The day after 
the accident, a "RIP Nicole Gallo" 
Facebook group was created in hon- 
or of her, which now has nearly two 
thousand members. There were hun- 
dreds of people at her viewing, which 
lasted until midnight, and the track 
team has decided to dedicate their 



home meets to her. The Sunshine 
Foundation will also be established 
in honor of Nicole. In addition, one 
of Gallo's friends wrote a song for her 
and posted it on YouTube. 

A campus memorial service 
was held in the chapel on Aug. 27, 
2009, led by Chaplain Fullmer, 
where students were told to bring 
their bright colors and bubbles. A 
memorial scholarship was also set 
up in honor of Gallo at her high 
school, Archbishop Prendergast. 

Track coach Melissa Weidler 
said they will make memorial 
patches on their uniforms, and on a 
day close to her birthday, perhaps, 
the team will have a day for no dis- 
tractions, including no talking on 
the phone or texting.

When students returned to cam- 
pus this year, they found a brand 
new LVC website. 

The site, which went up on Au- 
gust 20 th , was redesigned as part of 
a plan to separate the LVC com- 
munity website from the website 
used by students on campus ("My

Jasmine Bucher, Director of 
Web Communications and New 
Media, and Dave Shapiro, Direc- 
tor of Technical Services, both 
LVC alums, were the lead project 
managers for the website rede- 
sign.

In addition to the banner at the 
top, the LVC calendar has been re- 
vamped, and the wording of some 
items has been changed. Also, de-

Feedback from students about 
the website has been positive, she 
said. 

"I think we're very pleased with 
the direction it's going," she added. 

A group of people from differ- 
ent departments and offices, Sha- 
piro said, provided feedback for 
the new site.

spectives," he added. 

Students Brian Farkas '12 and 
Katrina Wells '12 were crucial in 
getting the website up as well, Bu- 
cher said. 

Because college faculty, staff, 
and students designed it, "the col- 
lege actually owns this website," 
Shapiro said, unlike many colleges 
that outsource the designing of 
their websites.

How do you feel about the new Lebanon Valley College alcohol policy? 



Encouraging sobriety or assist- 
ing underage drinking? Lebanon 
Valley College has shitted to create 
a new alcohol policy for the 2009- 
2010 academic year that has many 
people conflicted. 

In LVC's alcohol policy, it is stat- 
ed that "students under 21 years of 
age may not be present where alco- 
hol is being served or consumed ex- 
cept when the consumption occurs 
in their residence hall room/ living 



space and is by their roommate(s) 
who is 21 years of age or older." 
However, although underage 
roommates may be in the presence 
of their roommate consuming al- 
cohol, other underage individuals 
may not be in the presence. The 
policy states "resident students who 
are 21 years of age or older may not 
consume alcohol in the presence of 
anyone under 21 years of age other 
than their roommate(s)." 



In addition, there is a new alco- 
hol limit for those who are above 
21. The policy states that "students 
21 years of age or older may pos- 
sess alcohol for their personal use 
in their own residence hall room/ 
living space. The maximum quan- 
tity allowed is not more than 2 six- 
packs of 12 oz beer, or one six-pack 
ofwine coolers, or one liter of wine, 
or one liter of distilled alcohol per 
21 years of age or older student. 



Any amount of alcohol beyond the 
above stated quantity will be con- 
sidered an Excessive Amount of 
Alcohol." 

The new policy is already creat- 
ing waves within the student body 
and administration. What do you 
think?

Sounding off on off campus housing 



Fall Semester '09 marks the first 
year Lebanon Valley College upper- 
classmen are not allowed to live in 
off-campus houses and apartments. 
While the administration feels more 
comfortable having all residents un- 
der one roof, some students are not 
too happy with the change. 

Page 144 of the Student Hand- 
book states that LVC is "a four year 
residential college and believes that an 
LVC education is the result of distinc- 
tively curricular... experiences in class, 
on campus, and in the residences." 

This policy does give adminis- 
trators the right to require that stu- 
dents live on campus, but students 
still feel perplexed and chagrined. 

From a practical stance, a stu- 
dent in their early twenties elect- 
ing to live off campus is embarking 
on yet another educational expe- 
rience. Rent is due, bills must be 



paid, and the bounty of the dining 
hall is no longer an option. 

Living off campus gives stu- 
dents access to real world experi- 
ences that are definitively more 
important than any Gen. Ed. to 
boot, budget-sawy students can 
save money by not paying for col- 
lege housing or a meal plan. 

Why, then, did this institution 
of higher learning take away the op- 
portunity for exposure to the real 
world? According to administration 
officials, the addition of Stanson 
Hall allows them to finally enforce 
the "residential college" status. 

"The adding of Stanson made 
[it] less necessary, to provide a 
lottery system that could allow 
students to live off campus," said 
Dean Rosemary Yuhas. 

The old off campus housing lot- 
tery has been replaced by a process 



in which students can be exempt 
from the policy based on financial 
need, health issues, or age. 

It's not that living off campus is 
necessarily unavailable, only that 
the means of getting that exception 
are different. How this change in 
policy will benefit the student body 
is a curiosity. 

Is the new policy in the best inter- 
est of the student body ? In dollars and 
cents, being forced to live on campus 
translates to taking out more student 
loans to cover the cost of room and 
board, driving students deeper in 
debt. At the same time, they are miss- 
ing out on the real world experience 
of being self-sufficient. 

To be fair, there have been some 
speed bumps in regards to this is- 
sue and town-gown relations. 

"There have been some signifi- 
cant challenges with students living 



in the community in dealing and 
managing their independence," 
explains Krikorian. "There were 
some challenges that, quite frankly, 
have gone away now." 

Every choice has a consequence, 
which is often a hard learned les- 
son. We are all students, and it is 
expected that students make mis- 
takes. If we don't make mistakes, 
we don't learn. If we don't learn, we 
are doomed not to succeed. 

What this comes down to is 
what kind of a learning experience 
a student can expect from Lebanon 
Valley College. After graduation, 
there is more to life than homework 
and weekends. Why can't students 
be allowed to learn the importance 
of personal responsibility?

requiring all students to live on 
campus unless enrolled as a com- 
muting student, which is defined 
as "those students who reside with 
their parents, guardians, or fami- 
lies within a 60 mile radius of the 
campus and live at their legal resi- 
dence." 

While this residential policy is 
common among other colleges in 
the area, including Alleghany Col- 
lege in Meadville and Elizabeth- 
town College in Elizabethtown, in 
the past, some LVC upperclassmen 
were allowed to live in apartments in 
the surrounding township. Howev- 
er, the addition of 148 beds brought 
by Stanson Hall is designed to ac- 
commodate those students. 

As recently as 2007, the capacity 
for housing was so strained that in- 
coming freshmen were being forced 
to live in triples — three students 



living in a room built for two. 

Kuntz said that this will no lon- 
ger be an issue "unless admissions 
hits the jackpot with a record- 
breaking class!" 

Students' cost for room and 
board has subsequently gone up to 
about $8,080 a year, as listed on the 
LVC web page. According to mul- 
tiple sites, this cost was only about 
$7,600 for the 2008-2009 school 
year. 

While speculation among the 
students suggests that this may 
be a result of the vacant rooms 
and new policy regarding off- 
campus living, records show 
that this cost has been rising for 
several years now, from $7,430 a 
year in 2007-2008 and $7,115 in 
2006-2007.

Lebanon Valley College is proud- 
ly displaying some of the famous 
N.C. Wyeth's works in "N.C. Wyeth: 
Storyteller." The exhibition is in the 
Suzanne H. Arnold Art Gallery and 
will be available to see through Oct. 
11,2009. 

N.C. Wyeth is a well-known 
American illustrator from the twenti- 
eth century. He became a household 
name, creating illustrations for many 
famous and classic novels, magazines 
and advertisements. 

He illustrated for storytellers, 
not only creating cover art, but 
also creating illustrations to go 
throughout the stories. He did 
work for novels such as Treasure 
Island. Deerslayer. Robin Hood 
and Robinson Crusoe . In addition, 
he illustrated for magazines such 
as The Saturday Evening Post and 
Ladies Home Journal. Companies 
like The Red Cross, Aunt Jemima, 
Coca-Cola and General Electric 
also featured N.C. Wyeth's artwork 
in their ads. 




Wyeth settled in Chadds Ford, 
Pennsylvania. He loved nature, 
which was apparent in most of his 
more personal works, which fea- 
tured landscapes, still life and por- 
traits. However, he made it clear 
how much he despised illustrat- 
ing; he felt as though illustrating 
lacked the depth that his art con- 
tained. 

N.C. Wyeth is the father of the fa- 
mous Andrew Wyeth, and the grand- 
father to James Wyeth. Andrew Wy- 
eth, probably the most well known of 
the Wyeths, is a famous realist paint- 
er. His paintings have been featured

on "Mister Roger's Neighborhood," 
and his works have inspired people 
such as Charles M. Schulz and M. 
Night Shyamalan. James Wyeth also 
went on to work with Andy Warhol 
and painted many famous people 
and politicians which led to his ac- 
quaintance with the Kennedy family. 

The Wyeth family, although na- 
tionally recognized, settled mostly 
in PA or surrounding states. This 
gave LVC the advantage of obtain- 
ing exhibition pieces because most 
of his work has stayed in the area. 
The exhibition has many of Wy- 
eth's book illustrations, as well as a 



popular piece called The Alchemist, 
which was published in a calendar. 
Also included in the exhibition are 
two landscape paintings and a still 
life. 

The opening reception was Fri- 
day, Aug. 28, 2009, and the Artist 
Panel took place this past Thursday, 
Sept. 10, 2009. For those who were 
unable to attend the first two events, 
there is the lecture, "Landscapes by 
N.C, Andrew, and Jamie Wyeth." Dr. 
Joyce Hill Stoner will be discussing 
the Wyeth family's works on Sept. 
29, 2009 at 7 p.m. in Zimmerman 
Recital Hall.

Glorious Inglorious Basterds

Seldom in cinematic history 
has a director shown such reckless 
disregard for historical accuracy 
than Quentin Tarrantino in his latest 
masterpiece, Inglorious Basterds. But 
rest assured folks, when Tarrantino 
tags his name on a historically 
inaccurate movie, don't expect a 
Titanic. Chock-full of guns, gore, and 
beautifully orchestrated one-liners, 
Tarrantino's indescribably sick sense 
of humor reaches new heights (or 
lows, depending on how you look at 
it) in this World War II thriller. 

"The Basterds," an elite group 
of American soldiers of Jewish 
heritage under the command of 1" 
Lt Aldo Raine (Brad Pitt) run amok 



in Nazi occupied France, scalping, 
yes you heard right, scalping, Nazis. 
Meanwhile, Shosanna Dreyfus 
(Melanie Laurent), a French cinema 
owner whose family was killed by 
German soldiers, catches the eye of 
German war hero Fredrick Zoller 
(Daniel Bruhl). In a strange turn of 
events, the premiere of an upcoming 
movie about Zoller's exploits is 
moved to Dreyfus' cinema, and 
will feature the key members of the 
German high command. While she 
plans her revenge by burning down 
the theatre during the show, the 
Basterds launch their own attempt 
to take out the Nazis using copious 
amounts of explosives, automatic 
weapons, and bad Italian. In the final 
scenes, all hell breaks loose in an epic 
finale that would make Michael Bay 



shed a tear. 

However, while Basterds is 
sure to be a Tarrantino classic, it 
nonetheless had several points 
in which the director's signature 
roundabout dialogue lacked its 
usual levity and seemed to drag 
on a tad too long. But for every 
moment of downtime there is 
always a gunfight or witty comment 
just around the corner, redeeming 
it of any remotely boring pauses. 
And, of course, it goes without 
saying that any good Tarrantino 
film has to have "the scene," a 
moment in the film that is just 
so disturbing that it doesn't even 
have to be named. For Pulp Fiction 
it was the adrenaline shot to Uma 
Thurman's heart. In Reservoir Dogs 
it was Michael Madsen cutting off 



a police officer's ear to the tune 
of Stealer's Wheel's "Stuck in the 
Middle With You." In Basterds, 
try Eli Roth brutally killing a Nazi 
sergeant with a baseball bat. 

The good thing about Tarrentino 
as a director is that he knows what 
works; he's found a template 
for great films and just goes to 
town with it time and time again. 
Undoubtedly he throws the history 
books out the window on this one, 
but it works because it revels in its 
own absurdity. Inglorious Basterds 
doesn't try to be anything more than 
it is; a good, solid, action-packed 
masterpiece.

The men's football team contin- 
ued their successful start this sea- 
son, beating Ursinus 27-20 in their 
home opener to stay unbeaten af- 
ter two games. 

Ben Guiles, a sophomore tail- 
back, scored on a 77-yard touch- 
down run late in the game to pro- 
vide the clinching score after the 
visitors had cut into a 21-0 deficit. 

The Dutchman got off to a great 
start, taking that lead thanks to ex- 
ceptional performances from Joe 
Brennan and Guiles. 

Brennan, a junior wide receiver, 
caught a pair of touchdown passes 
in the second quarter and Guiles 
added his first score of the after- 
noon in the third quarter, scoring 
on a delayed draw. 

Quarterback, Caleb Fick also 
played well. Fick went 19 for 28 



for 219 yards and a pair of touch- 
downs. 

Defensive standouts included 
Will Keylor and Zach Bleiler, who 
each had seven tackles. Jeff Ochoa 
contributed six tackles. 

Standout corners Matt Lil- 
lis and Tim Ridewood each had 
interceptions, as LVC's defense 
held Ursinus to 285 yards of total 
offense (minus- 10 yards rushing). 

However, the defense slack- 
ened just a bit in the fourth quar- 
ter. Ursinus quarterback Justin De- 
cristofaro, who had been sacked 
eight times by the defense earlier, 
didn't let that get him down. He 
finished with 304 yards and three 
touchdowns, on 21-of-41 passing, 
nearly bringing Ursinus all the way 
back to win. 

The Bears scored on consecu- 
tive possessions, the second time 
on a Decristofaro to Kahlil Pitt- 
man TD pass, to cut the big lead to 
21-1. "We've got to do something 



different, we can't keep hanging 
on like that," said LVC coach Jim 
Monos later. "I'm disappointed we 
didn't finish this time, again. But 
we're 2-1, and that's what counts." 

It's the second straight 2-0 start 
for the Dutchmen, the first time 
that has happened since 1969. 

Guiles' long TD run gave LVC 
a 27-13 lead with 4:29 to play, 
and the defense held the Bears 
on downs. After the LVC offense 
was stopped, Colt Zarilla punted 
55 yards to the Ursinus 1. But Al 
Desidero first made a 20-yard grab, 
then ran 79 yards for a touchdown 
with 2:17 left to cut the lead to 
seven. 

But the Dutchmen recovered 
an onsides kick and ran out the 
clock. LVC will travel to Moravian 
on Saturday for a 1 p.m. game.

Lebanon Valley College s Direc- 
tor of Public Safety, Al Yingst, said 
last week that no suspects have 
been identified, and the investiga- 
tion is continuing on the recent 
break-ins of cars parked in the Red 
Lot. 

Yingst said that several owners 
of cars parked in the lot have re- 
ported break-in damage and stolen 
radios. Last week, a mass e-mail 
was sent out to all students regard- 
ing this issue. All of the identified 
vehicles have been 1990s model 
Hondas. The Office of Public 
Safety has contacted the Annville 
Township Police Department to as- 
sist in the investigation. 

Yingst said that they do not yet 
know whether the culprits are LVC 
students or from off-campus. He 
also noted that there have been 



similar reported instances over 
the past few years. Yingst believes 
there could be several reasons why 
only Hondas are being targeted. 
These include the fact that Hon- 
das are very popular in the United 
States and that their parts are often 
interchangeable with other Honda 
models. 

He also mentioned that these 
particular '90s models are easy to 
gain entry into with a "slim jim de- 
vice" or other similar tool and that 
their radios are easily removable. 

There are currently three securi- 
ty cameras installed in the student 
parking lots, Yingst said. There are 
two are located in the Gold Lot 
and another is fixed on the walk- 
way from the Heilman Center to 
the Gold Lot. He said the installa- 
tion of more cameras is a topic that 
has been discussed in the annual 
budget process for the past several 
years, but he did not say whether 
these additional break-ins will per- 




suade the administration to add 
more cameras. 

However, he confirmed that 
in order to prevent any further 
crimes, the school has increased 
the number of patrols and has a 
full-time officer scheduled on duty 
when available.

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College to consider new food service provider 

Hallmark competing against other companies for dining services next year

A recent email sent out by Vice 
President of Student Affairs, Greg 
Krikorian, informed students of 
the upcoming expiration of the 
contract with Hallmark and the 
process about to begin selecting 
the next food service company. 

It read, "Over the next couple of 
weeks, representatives of seven po- 
tential food service partners will visit: 
ARAMARK, Heathland Hospital- 
ity, Metz & Associates, Chartwells, 
Parkhurst Dining Services, Sodexo

along with Hallmark will be visiting 
campus for day-long periods." 

The current contract with Hall- 
mark extended over 10 years. 

"Typically, they are 10 years," 
Krikorian said last week. 

The contracts are bundled to be 
five years, three years, and then two 
one-year contracts. The factors in- 
volved in deciding what vendor 
would be chosen starts with the 
ninety-page proposal response giv- 
en to each of the potential vendors. 

The criteria "has to do with a va- 
riety of things ranging from ability to 
provide quality service to all kinds of 



things, so certainly student input will 
be one of the major factors for this 
decision," explained Krikorian. 

Several students have shown 
concern for the current employees 
of Hallmark should Hallmark not 
be chosen to renew its contract 

"I want all of the staff to stay the 
same," said Rachel Leer '12, "even 
if the contract with Hallmark isn't 
renewed." 

If there would be a new food 
service provider, the current em- 
ployees would be given a chance to 
continue work after an evaluation, 
Krikorian said. 



He added, "Yes, we have some 
wonderful staff [that] very much 
care for our students. Those peo- 
ple, especially — we want to make 
sure we [continue] with them." 

Krikorian also spoke of the cost 
and how the college decides how 
much students are charged for meal 
plans. The college will be mindful 
of the costs, and it has made the 
current cost of dining the bid for 
the proposals sent out to the ven- 
dors. 

When asked how the college 
will take into account student

No cameras in Red Lot; soon to be a priority

Vice President Katie Krediet '10 
reported at Monday's meeting of 
the Lebanon Valley College Stu- 
dent Government (SG) that the 
school is telling students they must 
contact the Annville Township 
Police Department if they've had 
their vehicle vandalized. 

SG convened in the Faust 
Lounge of the Mund College Cen- 
ter at 9:40 p.m. 

The school's Department of 
Public Safety has increased its pa- 
trol shifts of the parking lots and 
has reported that this year's series 
of break-ins are unrelated to the 
break-ins of the last school year. 
Krediet reported that, according to 
Vice President of Student Affairs 
Greg Krikorian, the reason there 
were no cameras installed after last 
year's break-ins was because they 
could not afford to hire someone 
to watch the cameras around the 
clock. It was brought up diat there 
are cameras in the freshmen "Gold" 
lot that go unwatched. 

Public Safety chair Ryan 
Humphries '12 spoke to Al Yingst, 
the head of Public Safety, who stat- 
ed that cameras are currently not 
in the budget. But Yingst said that 
the new budget, which will be pre- 
pared in November, will prioritize 
the installation of cameras. This 
budget has to be approved by the 



vice presidents of the college, but 
Yingst stated that the college has 
the ability to install 1 1 new cam- 
eras on campus. He also encour- 
aged students to occasionally check 
their cars in the lots. 

It was also reported during the 
meeting that a movement for a new 
version of the "Red and Blue Crew," 
the student athletic support group, 
is in the works. 

Secretary Ashten O'Brien '11 
stated that members of LVC's stu- 
dent government will leave for 
their retreat at Camp Roundtop in 
Gettysburg late Friday afternoon.

Eleven more cameras in the works

The Lebanon Valley Student 
Government (SG) for the second 
consecutive year did not have a 
quorum for its official meeting at 
the annual planning retreat. Presi- 
dent Mark Fersch '10 reported that 
two-thirds of SG must be pres- 
ent for any motions to be passed. 
All motions made at the Sept. 26 
meeting in Gettysburg were tabled 
until the meeting on Sept. 28 in the 
Faust Lounge of the Mund College 
Center. 

SG convened at the Round 
Top campground in Gettysburg, 
PA at 2:07 PM. 

In discussion held during the 
retreat at Round Top campground, 
representatives of the ValleyFest 
committee had previously attend- 
ed the Sept. 7 meeting requesting 
a sponsorship of $8,000. The re- 
quested money would be used to 
increase the committee's evening 
entertainment budget for the event, 
which is scheduled for April 16-17, 
2010. The evening entertainment 
budget is used to book, sign and ac- 
commodate the national recording 
act that performs during the Satur- 
day evening concert. After much 
discussion, a motion was made by 
Bradley Snyder '1 1 to allot the Val- 
leyFest committee the requested 
$8,000. 

That motion was passed at 
Monday's follow-up meeting. Of 
the $8,000 allotted, $3,000 will 
come from SG's club co-sponsor- 
ship budget and $5,000 will come 
from SG's carry-over from the pre- 
vious year's budget. 

A member of SG was then put 
up for review for meeting absences. 
SG's advisor, Director of Student 
Activities Jen Evans, requested that 
the member's name be withheld. 
The attendance policy of SG states 
that if a member misses three or 
more meetings, the member will 
have to explain to SG the reasoning 
behind those absences. If SG does 
not find validity in the member's 
explanations, the member can be 
voted off. 



The member was removed from 
SG during the Sept. 28 meeting. It 
was announced that another mem- 
ber of SG resigned. Their positions 
will be filled from the results of an 
election held earlier this year. 

Vice President Katie Krediet '11 
discussed the cameras in the park- 
ing lots. Currently, there is one 
camera on the walkway to the fresh- 
men "Gold" lot and two cameras in 
the "Gold" lot. There is room in 
the upcoming budget to install 1 1 
more cameras. The budget, which 
will be prepared in November by 
Al Yingst, the head of Public Safety, 
will be for the 2010-1 1 school year. 
According to Vice President of Stu- 
dent Affairs Greg Krikorian, if SG 
wishes to have cameras installed 
before this budget request, then 
two to three members must write 
a formal request to him for the in- 
stallation. Brad Snyder and Myles 
Miller T 1 volunteered to write the 
proposal. 

Emily Berger TO asked that a 
new pay schedule be implemented 
for student workers. As it currently 
stands, college employees who are 
paid on an hourly wage get paid ev- 
ery two weeks. Salaried employees 
and student employees of the col- 
lege are paid once a month. It was 
requested that students who are 
paid on an hourly rate be paid every 
two weeks. 

Club Liaison Mary Kent '11 re- 
ported that an umbrella organiza- 
tion might be created for all of the 
current dance-oriented clubs on 
campus. This organization would 
work directly with SG and will then 
allot money to each of its clubs on a 
separate basis. 

The next meeting will be held at 
9:40 p.m. on Monday, Oct. 5, once 
again in the Faust Lounge of the 
Mund College Center.

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Halo 3: ODST" captures excitement

Bungee does it again. Make no 
mistake, there were doubts; Master 
Chief has been the central character 
of the Halo series since its inception, 
and the thought of him not being 
included in a Halo game inherently 
brings feelings of uncertainty. But 
rest assured, even though this spinoff 
goes without the ubiquitous hero of 
the United Nations Space Command, 
Halo 3: ODST nonetheless lives up to 
the high standards of its forebears. 

The first major difference between 
ODST and other members of the 
Halo franchise is that in this game, one 
gets the chance to play as an Orbital 
Drop Shock Trooper (hence, ODST). 
Without the superhuman abilities of 
Master Chief, the gaming experience 
becomes more realistic (or at least as 
realistic as you can get while gunning 
down hordes of aliens). Master Chiefs 
life-saving energy shield is also gone, 
but the game designers have factored in 
a "Stamina" mechanic and conveniently 
placed medical kiosks which more or 
less take its place. 

As far as weaponry goes, the 
beloved Battle Rifle is gone, but in its 
place is a suitable replacement Die- 
hard fans will also note that the pistol 
hearkens back to the model included 
in the original game, complete with 
a scope and a quicker firing time. In 
addition, the SMG now has a scope

for mid-range combat which greatly 
enhances its capabilities over the 
model Master Chief was forced to 
wield in Halo 3. Regrettably, it is once 
again now impossible to dual-wield 
weapons, but as the player is no longer 
a genetically enhanced super human, I 
suppose this is only to be expected. 

The only remotely upsetting feature 
of the game is the campaign; the player 
takes on the role of The Rookie, a new 
member of ODST. Separated from the 
rest of your squad, you must make your 
way through the city of New Mombasa 
to reunite with them, using the new 
VISR interface and information kiosks 
that are more of an inconsequential 
nuisance than an aid to look for clues 



as to their whereabouts. I maybe going 
out on a limb here, but I think it's safe 
to say that most die-hard fans of this 
series bought ODST for a good, old- 
fashioned, alien-killing romp — not to 
play detective. The campaign is also 
depressingly short, but given its less- 
than-arresting qualities, I would almost 
count this as more of a positive. 

However, what makes the game 
worth the price is the addition of the 
new Firefight mode. Basically a new 
Multiplayer option, you and your 
friends can now fight endless hordes of 
enemies under varying conditions. It 
matches, if not exceeds, the multiplayer 
capabilities on other Halo games, and 
with only a limited number of lives, it 



means you really have to make every 
shot count and it leaves no room for a 
weak link. 

All in all, ODST is a competent 
expansion to the Halo series. It may 
leave something to be desired in 
terms of plotline, but it is certainly 
a good game nonetheless. It lacks 
some of the awe-inspiring qualities of 
its predecessors, but all in all, it is still 
a force to be reckoned with I would 
tell die-hard fans to go buy this game 
but the reality is that 95% of them 
were probably among those lined up 
at Gamestop or WalMart at midnight 
of its release date, rabidly awaiting the 
chance to get their reserve copy.

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Budget impasse threatens PHEAA

For those of you who haven't 
been paying attention, Pennsyl- 
vania has been without a state 
budget for almost 100 days. State 
affairs may be of little concern to 
most Lebanon Valley College stu- 
dents, but the budget impasse is 
screwing students too. Here's how: 

Between the bad politics and 
broken deals of partisan legisla- 
tors, the budget impasse has meant 
a freeze on state spending. 

Aside from funding the public 
school system, education funding 
in the state budget goes towards a 



little agency you may have heard of: 
the Pennsylvania Higher Education 
Assistance Agency or, PHEAA. 

Those 600 Dutchmen who were 
relying on "assured" PHEAA grants 
faced starting the Fall semester with 
an up to $4,120 dollar deficit on 
their student account. Fortunately, 
Financial Aid has granted tem- 
porary amnesty to these students 
(37% of the full time population) 
until legislators stop their bickering 
and pass the overdue budget. 

There's a bigger problem than 
delayed grants looming on the ho- 
rizon: the likelihood of PHEAA's 
funding getting slashed. This could 
put students in a financially sticky 



situation, as a cut to PHEAA fund- 
ing means a cut to the size of their 
grant. 

Early this month, there was a 
lot of hoopla in Harrisburg over a 
possible budget agreement. While 
congressmen are still disagree- 
ing over the niceties of the deal, 
one sticking point is reducing the 
PHEAA grant fund to $403.6 mil- 
lion from last year's $407 million. 

Governor Ed Rendell, a long- 
time advocate for funding higher 
education, pushed for $460 mil- 
lion, while House and Senate Re- 
publicans proposed cutting the 
funds to $386 billion. The compro- 
mise is better... but why does the 



state of to compromise on funding 
higher education? 

In short, the Pennsylvania bud- 
get impasse has already put some 
college students in a bit of a pinch, 
and the final deal will likely leave 
students feeling squeezed a little 
tighter. This partisan squabbling is 
a mark of shame on our state gov- 
ernment, a matter made more atro- 
cious in light of a blatant refusal to 
assist college students, those who 
are the bright future of this great 
state and nation, in getting the best 
education available.

"I started playing volleyball in 
fourth grade," she said. "My older 
sister played volleyball and I loved 
going to her games when I was 
younger so I decided to follow in 
her footsteps and play." 

In high school, Snyder played 
for Marian Catholic in Lehighton, 
Pa. She has won many awards dur- 
ing her three years playing here 
at LVC. Snyder has been named 
Commonwealth Conference 
Player of the Week four times. 
She was named to the first team 
all-conference in 2007 and 2008, 
and was named Commonwealth 
Conference Rookie of the Year in 
2007.

ery game," he said. 

Snyder said she has a drive to 
win, a trait you can see when LVC 
plays its next home game, at 7 p.m. 
on Tuesday, Oct. 6, vs. Lycoming. 
Before that they'll travel to Lan- 
caster this weekend to play in the 
Franklin & Marshall Scramble.

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PART I: THE ISSUE 



When Barack Obama 
took the oath of office 
he assumed with it 
the responsibilities of President of 
the United States during one of die 
most trying times in recent history. 
Taking up the holdover Bush Ad- 
ministration conflicts of the deep- 
ening economic recession and the 
Iraq War, he shouldered burdens 
that have already by themselves 
marked his young presidency with 
a great deal of controversy. 

However, Obama has created 
a political storm around his own 
policies as well, notably in the de- 
bate which continues to rage over 
the issue of universal health care 
and its role in American politics. 

"It's probably going to be the most 
significant overhaul of die system 
since Medicare and Medicaid," Says 
Dr. Chris Dolan, Assistant Professor 
of Political Science "It's going to be 
an issue that's going to be a defining 
policy for generations of people" 

With 170 million Americans 
with healdi insurance and, accord- 
ing to the Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation, some 46.3 million 
without, the issue has polarized 
Americans on both sides of the 



debate. Multiple bills have already 
begun the slow and steady march 
through Congress in an attempt to 
find a compromise which will give 
Americans more affordable health 
care options and at the same time 
not break the bank during an eco- 
nomic recession. 

One of the biggest questions 
Americans have been asking with 
regard to this issue is what, exactly 
is going to happen to the health 
care system under these new re- 
forms. Several of the main issues 
that die bill will address are as fol- 
lows: 

Holding Employers Account- 
able for Dropping/ Changing 
Health Care Plans 

Right now an employer can either 
change or outright drop an employ- 
ee's health insurance. Under the 
new program, employers would be 
held accountable for such changes, 
although exactly what constitutes 
"being held accountable" remains 
unclear. With over many Ameri- 
cans receiving insurance through an 
employer-based plan, a large chunk 
of the insured population is direcdy 
affected by the decisions their em- 
ployers make in health care plans. 



Removing Lifetime Caps 

Many health insurance companies 
currendy have a lifetime cap system 
in which if a client reaches a cer- 
tain amount (according to Dolan, 
around $1 to $2 million) in health 
care expenses, any expenses after- 
ward will be his/her responsibility. 
As health care costs continue to 
rise, more and more people hit this 
figure earlier, and so the bill makes 
provisions to remove these caps. 

Pre-Existing Condition 
Reforms will also provide provisions 
forbidding health insurance compa- 
nies from denying a person care on 
the basis of a pre-existing condition. 

In addition, the creation of a 
public plan is provided for in four 
of the five bills circulating through 
Congress. In general, subsidies will 
be provided (indexed on the basis of 
income, so die lower an individual's 
income, the more he/she will be 
eligible to receive in subsidies) for 
individuals to purchase insurance in 
what will be called health insurance 
exchanges. Ultimately, this will in 
theory lead to competition between 
the public and private sectors of the 
health care industry. 

"What we're talking about in the 



U.S. is creating a pubb'c/private 
model. In Britain, for example, they 
have what is known as the National 
Healdi Services, and that's basically 
a socialized system where every- 
one in the medically-related indus- 
try works for the government. In 
Canada, there's a single-payer sys- 
tem where it's privatized, but the 
government is the single payer of 
those health services," Dolan says. 
"The idea [in the proposed U.S. sys- 
tem] is that competition will lead to 
lowering of costs. Right now many 
states have monopolies where pri- 
vate insurers like Aetna, Humana, 
and Blue Cross and Blue Shield are 
the only provider in that particular 
state, or they dominate the market 
so they can charge whatever rates 
they want" 

Another plan by Sen. Kent 
Conrad (D-North Dakota) would 
have a system similar in purpose 
to the public plan, but competi- 
tion would instead be generated 
by consumer-owned health care 
cooperatives. 

As for why this legislation has 
come about, according to Dolan, 
health care costs have risen and

President Stephen MacDonald 
discussed the upcoming renovations 
to the Mund College Center at Mon- 
day's meeting of the Lebanon Valley 
College Student Government (SG). 
According to MacDonald, the college 
centerwasbuiltinl958. Renovations 
were made to the building in 1973. 

SG convened in the Faust 
Lounge of the Mund College Cen- 
ter at 9:40 p.m. 

President MacDonald men- 
tioned that on the weekend of No- 
vember 6-7, the Board of Trustees 
will be presented with tentative plans 
for the renovations on the building. 
It is estimated that the project will 
cost $12.5 million, with the money 
being drawn from the school's own 
resources as well as some loans. 

The school will be using the same 
architect as it did for the new Stanson 
Hall. The renovations will include 
increasing the size of the upper level 
of the college center by 50 percent as 
well as building a full-sized college 
store and a convenience store in the 
upper level of the building. A new 
kitchen will be built on the west side 
of the building. 

The planning of the renovations 
will last nine months, with construc- 
tion beginning in early 20 1 1 . It is ex- 
pected that the building will be ready 
for the 2012-2013 school year. 

The president also addressed the 



security concerns on campus. Vice 
President of Student Affairs Greg 
Krikorian and Vice President for 
Administration and Information 
Technology Robert Riley will have 
a security plan ready in two weeks. 
They will then present it to SG. 
They are looking into additional 
cameras and increased patrols in the 
parking lots, among other things. 

Alicia Brower T 1 and Amy Rice- 
dorf attended the meeting on behalf 
of the new Dance Club. The club 
will be open to anyone on campus, 
regardless of previous dance experi- 
ence. It will utilize the dance studio 
in Chaplain Paul Fullmer's house 
and will teach all different styles of 
dance. Ashley Peters motioned to 
grant the Dance Club probationary 
club status, and the motion passed. 

Commuter representatives Alys- 
sa Kreider TO and Tony Gorick '11 
mentioned that the air conditioning 
unit in the commuter lounge is not 
working. Homecoming Chair Em- 
ily Hopkins '11 mentioned that a 
general Homecoming shirt will be 
sold during the Homecoming week- 
end in addition to the traditional 
Powder Puff Football T-shirt. 

SG adjourned its meeting at 
10:41 p.m. The next meeting will be 
held at 9:40 p.m. on Monday, Oct. 
19, in the Faust Lounge of the Mund

Public Safety comments on Red Lot 

Increased security on campus; still no leads in break ins

Here at LVC, safety of stu- 
dents and faculty is a top pri- 
ority, and who better to be in 
charge of it all than Mr. Allen 
Yingst, Director of Public Safety. 
From taking care of campus is- 
sues such as minor thefts and 
alcohol violations, to bigger is- 
sues such as the Red Lot break- 
ins and bringing in extra officers 
around the clock for weekend 
festivities, his security actions 
have been working for the col- 



lege for years. 

"It's a supermarket of cars," he 
says, and he couldn't be more right. 

Patrol has been stepped up 
mainly in the Red Lot with as 
many officers on patrol as pos- 
sible, including an officer at the 
gate. The rash of robberies in 
Red Lot has yet to be solved, 
though local law enforcement 
agencies have been brought in to 
deal with the issue as well. Yingst 
ask that students check their cars 
as frequently as possible and re- 
port anything that seems suspi- 
cious. 



Other than the parking lot is- 
sues, he says that not much has 
changed as far as security is con- 
cerned for this year, adding that 
what he has been doing as far as 
dispatching officers and patrols 
has been working for as long as 
he can remember. He noted that 
there have always been minor is- 
sues such as theft of iPods, lap- 
tops, or signs from around town.

Tibetan Monks for 
a week of cultural learni 

November 1-6,2009 






Lebanon Valley College will 
host the Monks of Drepung 
Gomang Monastery as they cre- 
ate a sand mandala painting in 
the Lynch Hall Atrium from No- 
vember 1 through 6. The event is 
open to the public daily from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. To construct the 
mandala, monks carefully place 
dyed sand particles on a board. 

The opening ceremony for 
the mandala construction will 
take place at 5 p.m. on November 
1. The monks will chant power- 
ful prayers for peace, prospe 
and healing in traditional over- 
tones — the chant master inton- 
ing a full chord of three notes. 
This chanting will be accompa- 
nied by delicate hand gestures, 
drums, horns, and 




Immediately following the 
opening ceremony, a banquet 
will be held in the West Dining 
Hall of the Mund College Cen- 
ter featuring Tibetan food, and 
explanation of the opening cere- 
monies by a Tibetan geshe, and a 
brief video regarding the history 
of Buddhism in Tibet. 

The closing ceremony will 
take place at 4 p.m. on November 
6 in the Atrium of Lynch Memo- 
rial Hall. At that time the manda- 
la will be deconstructed and the 
sands will be dispersed in Quit- 
tapahilla Creek, symbolizing the 



impermanence of all phenomena. 

In addition to the creation of a 
sand mandala, the monks perform 
a Tibetan Puja (worship service) 
in Miller Chapel at 6 p.m. on Mon- 
day, November 2; they will teach 
the traditional Tibetan art of Mani 
Stone Painting in Lynch 008 at 6 
p.m. on Tuesday, November 3; and 
they will share a cultural presenta- 
tion in Leedy Theatre at 5 pjn. on 
Thursday, November 5 that will 
include a tradition yak dance and 
debate. 

Sunday's banquet immediately 
following the opening ceremonies 
will be served from buffet tables set 
with Himalayan cuisine including 
momos (Tibetan dumplings). Ti- 
betan desserts will be served at each 
table. As guests enjoy their food, 
the geshe of the Gomang monas- 
tery will explain the elements of 
the opening ceremony and pres- 
ent a 15-minute video presentation 
about the history of Buddhism in 
Tibet. The College regularly offers 
banquets focusing on diverse reli- 
gious experience twice a year, once 
each academic semester. Recent 
banquets featured the food, music 
and traditions of Sukkoth, Baisakhi, 
Mawlid al Nabi, Rama Navami, and 
the Coptic Feast of the Cross. 

"We appreciate the religious 
expression of another culture in a 
special way when we learn about it 
in the context of its music, perfor- 



mance and good food," said Rev. 
Paul Fullmer, Chaplain at the Col- 
lege and co sponsor of the event. 

Tickets for the banquet are 
available to LVC students as a 
meal exchange. Other tickets are 
$12 for general admission, $5 for 
non-LVC students, and $30 for a 
family with children.

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continue to rise steadily over the 
years, along with a growing demo- 
graphic of uninsured Americans. 

"Health care costs have out- 
paced [the growth of] salaries 
and wages, so more and more of 
people's pay and income is being 
gobbled up by health insurance 
premiums, co-pays, medical pro- 
cedures, and these types of things," 
Dolan says. 

Many factors have contributed 
to rising health care costs. How- 
ever, an equally important part 
of the issue is the very way of life 
that Americans lead. While heart 
disease, cholesterol, diabetes, and 
other medical conditions are issues 
in other countries with comprehen- 
sive health care plans, they are not 
present in the levels they are in the 
United States. Moreover, many of 
these problems are lifestyle-orient- 
ed and preventable, something that 
thus far America has been unable, or 
unwilling, to change 

"What contributes to the prob- 
lem is that Americans are just not as 
healthy as they were in the past The 
reason why the Japanese, the Brit- 
ish, the French, the Germans, and 
Australians are able to have such 
success with their comprehensive 
insurance plans is that they don't 
have the levels of chronic problems 
and preventable issues that we as 
Americans have," Dolan says. 

Criticism has also arisen sur- 
rounding the ramifications of reform 
legislation on how our health care 
system operates. Opponents of the 
plan argue that Americans may have 
to wait longer to see specialists, delays 
that could cost lives. Many are also 
already satisfied with the current sys- 
tem and reluctant to see it changed 
(although President Obama has 
stated that Americans will be able to 
keep their current plans if they are 
satisfied). Logistics aside, the plan 
also carries a hefty price tag and will 
fine Americans who do not purchase 
health insurance plans. 

Kristin Hills '11, President of 
LVC College Conservatives, is 
opposed to President Obama's 
universal health care plan and 
maintains that the bill will only 
continue to hinder America's debt 
crisis. 

"At this current time, the propos- 
als that President Obama wants to 
put in place will not solve the prob- 
lem of the national debt. It will only 



increase the national debt," writes 
Hills. "I believe that legislation can 
solve some of these problems, but 
we should not be relying on them 
to fix everything. I honestly worry 
about politicians making too many 
decisions on health care They are 
not nearly as knowledgeable in this 
area compared to doctors and those 
in health related careers." 

Hills also sees the bill as hav- 
ing potentially harmful ramifica- 
tions on the ability of Americans 
to receive adequate health care in 
general. 

"Canada and some Eu- 
ropean countries are 
ing this system and 
is not working foi 
them Massachusetts 
also has a part of this 
system and it is not 
working as well as 
they thought it would. 
There are hidden agendas 
in this reform bill that will hurt 
senior citizens (and for that matter, 
all Americans) in ways, such as not 
being able to get the proper health 
care that they need in the right tim- 
ing," she writes. 

Oliver Lyons '12, President of 
LVC College Democrats, supports 
the President's ideas on health care 
reform, and says that as young adults 
are among one of the largest demo- 
graphics of the uninsured, the public 
option part of the plan is especially 
appealing. 

"If it's designed well, it won't 
bankrupt the country; part of that 
is having the public option," says 
Lyons. 

Whether or not the nation is 
even obliged to guarantee health 
insurance coverage for every citi- 
zen is also an ethical question that 
has driven both sides of the debate, 
but nonetheless, the uninsured are 
a large demographic and under the 
current system, it is only projected 
to continue growing. 

"The reason why our 
care physicians are organized so 
efficiently is because we don't have 
everyone covered," Dolan says. 
"The reason why our system works 
so well is because there are 45 mil- 
lion Americans who don't have 
insurance, and if those people had 
insurance they would be drawing 
services from doctors. So our sys- 
tem is based around discrimination 
against the sick and the uninsured." 




With the sweeping changes of 
these reforms on the American 
health care system and a myriad of 
possible side-effects that range from 
longer waiting times to see medical 
specialists to rises in identity theft, 
Americans have made their opin- 
ions known on the subject, both in 
support and opposition. 

"I believe that the reason behind 
this dramatic reaction to health care is 
the fact that the American people are 
getting worried about where all of this 
money is going to come from," writes 
Hills. Hills also mentions that in its 
current state, the bill definitely has the 
potential to break the President's cam- 
paign promise of not raising taxes 
i the middle class. 

Lyons also believes 
that part of the oppo- 
sition may be com- 
ing from skepticism 
toward politicians in 
general. 
"People do not al- 
ways hear clear things from 
Washington, so they may not 
know what to expect, even with the 
outlining of the plan," he says. 

However, another issue has 
entered into the debate; race. The 
words of Representative Joe Wil- 
son, (R- South Carolina) and for- 
mer President Jimmy Carter's sub- 
sequent criticism in particular have 
sparked a debate on whether or not 
Obama's race has had any role in

both rallying support for and in at- 
tacking the measure. 

"It's a complex issue. When 
you're talking about reforming 
health care, you're talking about 
reforming something that's very 
personal to people. It affects your 
family, children, and your loved 
ones. Sometimes we feel threatened 
when we hear change," Dolan said. 
"I think the issue has become more 
personalized than racial, but I can 
understand the criticism. There's no 
certainty to this at all, but I think it 
could be interpreted as a way of at- 
tacking a black president without re- 
ferring to him with a racial epithet." 

James Felton, Director of Multicul- 
tural Affairs at LVC, sees the issue as 
not necessarily motivated by race, but 
instead by the issue of change in a time 
of national uncertainty. 

"Although the health care is- 
sue in and of itself is not an issue of 
race, it is certainly conflated by race. 
The real issue I believe is that there 
is a certain population of Americans 
who feel that they are losing control 
of their 'traditional' American values 
and ways of life. Health care reform 
is just one of the many social issues 
that have challenged us to reconsider 
how we as Americans work, live, and 
exist in a rapidly changing world," 
writes Felton. "I think that President 
Obama represents a change in status, 
privilege, and power that historically 
has not been shared by many groups 



in society. The world is changing in 
unpredictable and uncontrollable 
ways. The fact that you have a presi- 
dent of color who is advocating for 
policies that do not solely benefit in- 
dividuals who have historically been 
in control has caused a great deal of 
angst and tension for a number of 
majority folks. The results of these 
cultural rifts, if you will, is the racial 
animosity being played out in the 
media and in Congress on a daily 
basis. It is a ploy to portray the Presi- 
dent (and people of color) as racially 
inferior, in response to the social 
superiority that is present in our in- 
creasingly diverse nation and world." 

Some also believe that the media 
has played a role in both escalating the 
issue of race, and in simply drawing at- 
tention to the issue itself, independent 
of racial implications. Uproar at town 
hall meetings and outcry from groups 
on both sides of the political debate 
have drawn the media like flies, lead- 
ing to some skepticism over whether 
these protests are really as spontane- 
ous as they may at first seem. 

So for now, the issue of race in 
Obama policy remains something of 
a gray area, though the fact that it has 
come up at all and generated discus- 
sion in Congress and in American so- 
ciety in general is indicative of at least 
somesortof impact. Whether it is an 
underlying or directly motivating fac- 
tor, however, remains unclear.

A New York Times article from 
October 1, 2009 claimed that Re- 
publican leaders have shifted the 
health care debate back to how, ex- 
actly, the nation is going to pay for 
this sweeping redesign of the health 
care system, and that it has the po- 
tential to be a "barrage of hidden 
and not-so-hidden tax increases, 
and a violation of Mr. Obama's 
pledge not to raise taxes on families 
earning less than $250,000 a year."

The consensus among the right 
and the left is undoubtedly that the 
system needs some degree of change, 
but ultimately, the issue of whether 
this is the right time for such mea- 
sures and how, exacdy to go about it 
remains the central focus. 

"The government has been step- 
ping into places that they have nev- 
er gone before and people are ques- 
tioning how this is all going to work 
out," writes Hills. "Reform is not 
a bad thing! I am not saying that 
the system doesn't need to be re- 
formed, but I believe that we need 
to worry about the economic state 
that we are in before we pile up too 
much. Overall, I believe that the 
system needs to be reformed, but it 
will take many years to do that ef- 
fectively with both parties coming 
together to make decisions."

A total of 576 students re- 
cently participated in a sur- 
vey sent out concerning the food 
service at Lebanon Valley College. 
With the majority being female, 
each class had a representation of 
around 150 people in the survey. 
A little over 90 percent of the stu- 
dents who participated in the sur- 
vey were residents. The rest were 
commuters, 78 percent of which 
claimed to have no meal plan. 

This comes about as the college 
prepares to select its next food ser- 
vice company. The current 10-year 
contract with food service provider 
Hallmark will soon expirad^ 

Many students, when asked, 
have said that they want more vari 
ety and more comfort foods. They 
also have commented on how won 
derful the staff is. Both sentiments 
were reflected in the survey. 



Chase Ferrario, '12, said that 
several of the results surprised him 
as president of S.A.F.E., an envi- 
ronmental club on campus. He 
said that the number of people not 
concerned with whether or not the 
coffee was Fair Trade is upsetting. 
He wondered if people did not un- 
derstand what it means to be Fair 
Trade. 

Here are some of the other 
highlights of the survey re- 
sponses: 

• Over 80 percent of students 
have a meal plan of 1 5 or 20 meals, 
yet the average meals-per-week is 
only 14. 

67 percent said their plan fit 
|ir^!|^dsjp8.9 percent wished 
°r meals per week. 

• Afffflf said they don't spend 
any money during a typical week at 
LVC dining locations. 

On average there are 5,523 
meals in Mund East or West Dining 
Hall, 363 visits to Cup of Joe, and 




1,194 meals in the UG per week 
(This is for 541 students). 

• The students who do not use 
the dining facilities are most likely 
to eat at home or in their rooms. 

• Students said they would eat 
more on campus if there were more 
food options and better quality 
food options. (These choices had 
around 60 percent of votes). 

• Around 40 percent said they 
would use the food service if there 
were more locations on campus, 
longer hours of operation and low- 
er prices. 

• The most desirable meal plan 
option was to have a "Take out" op- 
tion 

• One-third of students don't 
eat breakfast. Those who do prefer 
eggs, breakfast meat, bread, and ce- 
real.

• The top ethnic foods request- 
ed are Mexican and Texas/South-

• When asked if Nationalbrands, 
Fair Trade coffee, and a company's 
social responsibility were impor- 
tant, more than 40 percent said no 
to all of them.

His improvised 
zombie eradication 
techniques are brutal, 
and loads of fun 
to watch. From an 
academic standpoint, 
Tallahassee has a few 
things to add on the 
subject of opening a 
can of whoop-ass on things that 
won't stay dead. 

Writers Rhett Reese and Paul 
Wernick crafted a solid anti- 
romantic comedy that makes for 
a movie that is tense, touching, 



and scintillatingly hysterical. 
In between what are arguably 
some of the best kill scenes in 
the genre, are woven strands 
of that first gawky romance, 
practical examples of how to 
survive a zombie attack (told 
through Columbus's rules in 
superimposed "I told you so" 
moments), and how fickle human 
nature can be in absurd situations.

When asked about her posi- 
tion, Young says, "I like it because I 
can see the whole field and I'm able to 
help others move." 

Reitmeyer says she has been 
playing since the age of 4 and 
knows the position is different. "It 
takes a different training than ev- 
eryone else," she says. 

In her freshman season, Reit- 
meyer totaled 50 saves and a save 
percentage of .769, finishing with 
six shutouts. Together, Reitmeyer 
and Stacey Ganley's '1 1 saves ranked 
them as number three in the Com- 
monwealth Conference for saves, fol- 
lowing Arcadia (127) and Albright 
(106). 

This season the team has 40 saves, 
with Sami Young stopping 33 shots 
and Reitmeyer the other seven. The 
team is ranked fourth in the confer- 
ence for saves with a save percentage 
of .769 and an average of 4.44 saves. 

Both Young and Reitmetyer have 



been goalies since the age of 10 and 
seem to be thrilled about playing the 
position in college. Young has con- 
tributed a total of eight saves in the 
last two games to help contribute to 
the team's last two victories. 

LVC is fortunate to have the 
same quality in its men soccer goalie. 
Keeper Andrew Raudensky not only 
brings knowledge on the field since 
he has played since he was 4, but 
also the integrity that every athlete 
should carry.

Raudensky knows there can be 
some drawbacks to being the last 
obstacle for the opposing team.

Still, of all that a team needs out of 
a goalie, perhaps taking charge is the 
most important "Goalkeeping in soc- 
cer is more about than about being just 
a good athlete and saving the ball," he 
says.

"The fact that 
I played was and scored 
three goals was so cool." 

Albright played hard in 
the first half, repelling 14 
of LVC's 22 shots on cage. 
LVC senior Avery Carter 
broke the ice by scoring on 
a penalty stroke at 7:20 in 
the first half. Vasey's goal 
came 10 minutes later off 
a pass from Jocelyn No- 
vak to make it 2-0, but Al- 
bright came right back and 
scored to go in at halftime 
down only 2-1. 

But LVC pulled away 
in the second half, scor- 
ing four goals on eight 
shots. Juniors Shelly

1:38 apart. Lobach now has a ca- 
reer point total of 95. 

Lobach said that it felt "pretty 
incredible to be a part of such a big 
accomplishment Not only is it a big 
accomplishment but it's so unique.

The Dutchmen also put up two 
more W's last week.

They finished with 54 shots and

Caitlin 
Baro stopped one shots in 54 min- 
utes, and Christine Poletti entered 
in relief and stopped four shots. 

The Dutchmen, who were 
scheduled to play Franklin & Mar- 
shall College on Oct. 5, return 
home on Oct. 7 for a 4 p.m. game 
against Haverford College.

Lebanon Valley football team's per- 
fect start hit an abrupt halt as they fell 
Saturday to Delaware Valley 28-7 in 
their MAC opener. 

In their three previous games the 
Dutchmen had averaged 491 yards 
of total offense and 286 yards passing. 
But Delaware Valley held them to just 
249 yards of offense, including only 38 
through the air on four completions. 

Running back Charlie Parker didbe- 
come the second Dutchmen player to 
reach 3,000 yards rushing in his career 
as he put up 1 16 yards on the ground 
on 24 carries. Ben Guiles added to the 
attack with 74 yards on 10 touches. 

However, this high powered offense 
just could not get it going although 
plenty of opportunities presented 
themselves throughout the game The 
offense committed three turnovers, 
with two interceptions, and a red-zone 
fumble in die second quarter. 

DVC's Mike Isgro went 13-for-20 
for 172 yards and rushed for 42 more.

Monos also told that team that he 
did not feel the defense played at a 
level that it needed to in the first half, 
and that the three turnovers hurt the 
Dutchmen as well as not having any 
takeaways on defense. "Were going 
to find out what we're made of this 
up coming week," he said. 

The Dutchmen (3-1, 0-1 in the 
MAC) will travel to Wilkes this Satur- 
day for their second conference game 
as they look to bounce back from this 
loss.

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Campus mourns loss of longtime

A black crepe hangs across the 
door of an office in the Foreign 
Language Department on the third 
floor of Humanities. It has been 
there several weeks. Just as it is in 
European culture, the black crepe 
indicates mourning, something the 
LVC community is doing after the 
death of beloved Spanish professor, 
Dr. Diane Iglesias. 

Iglesias, 59, a professor of Span- 
ish, died on Oct. 9 at her home in 
Cleona. She had cancer. Students 
of Iglesias, as well as faculty memO. 
bers, remain in shock, seeing that 
no one knew she was ill. She taught 
until a week before she died. 

On Oct. 15, the campus com- 
munity gathered in her memory for 
a memorial service in Miller Cha- 
pel. The service consisted of Span- 
ish musical selections and a time 
for reflection from colleagues and 
students. There was also a memory 
book from her "extended family 
at Lebanon Valley College" where 
students and colleagues wrote their 
memories of her. The Memory 
book, which was located in the lob- 
by of Miller Chapel until Oct. 23, 
reflected mainly on the enthusiasm 
and kindness she showed to her 
colleagues and students. The book 
was then presented to the family. 

Stephen MacDonald, LVC 
president, admitted that he did not 
know her personally, but profes- 
sionally. He observed her classes 
while serving as dean of the fac- 
ulty and said that "she was a terrific 
teacher and serious scholar who 
researched her literature." Mac- 
Donald also told of her importance 
to the faculty. He said she was a

professor at LVC, passed away on Oct. 9, 2009 



leader and often elected to various 
committees. He also added that, 
although people may have not 
agreed with her, she was in fact 
well respected by all. He referred to 
her as "the rock of our community, 
someone you build your house or 
foundation on. Solid." 

Dr. James Scott, chairperson of 
the foreign language department, 
said he and Iglesias started at LVC 
in 1976. When asked about sto- 
ries and memories he may have of 
her, he simply said that "everyone 
has a story about her." So does he. 
"While she was Department Chair 
of Foreign Language," he said, "she 
kept in her office the Famous Cook- 
ie Jar. As department chair she had 
to sign papers for students. How- 
ever, whenever she signed their pa- 
pers they were to bring her cookies 



for the jar. The Famous Cookie Jar 
also was for when students felt they 
needed a cookie. Whenever they 
needed a cookie, they were to take 
one out of the jar." Dr. Scott smiled 
as he reflected upon the story. He, 
like others, will miss her deeply. 

Iglesias, a New York City native, 
received both her Bachelor's (in 
1971) and Masters (in 1974) from 
Queens College in Flushing, N.Y. 
In 1979 she received her doctorate 
from the City University of New 
York. She taught at various colleges 
before joining the LVC faculty in 
1976. For 14 years she served as 
the chair of the foreign language 
department. Her unique teaching 
style earned her the Thomas Rhys 
Vickroy Award for Distinguished

Teaching at LVC in 1993. She was 
very avid about her career, and of- 
ten spoke at academic conferences, 
organized workshops for teachers 
and published many articles. She 
even served as a translator and in- 
terpreter for many organizations. 

She's is survived by her husband 
and former professor emeritus of 
philosophy at LVC, Dr. John Hef- 
fher and two children, Carolyn 
and Andrew. Not only will she be 
missed by her family and close 
friends, but also by her students 
and LVC community members. 

Alyse Canciello '10, one of her 



students, said she was honored to 
speak on behalf of the late professor. 
"1 could write a book [at the least] 
about all of the memories I've had 
with Dra." Canciello referred to Igle- 
sias as "Doctora" and said the two of 
them met when she was a freshman. 
Iglesias had been her adviser for Span- 
ish Education. She admitted that al- 
though they did not always see eye to 
eye, "Dra Iglesias is the best professor 
I have ever had the privilege to know." 
She referred to the 8 a.m. phonetics 
course that the enthusiastic professor 
taught as "a mental workout," adding, 
"I'll never forget how crazy that class 



was . . . from the crazy quotes, to the 
dances, to her complaining about the 
workers outside of Humanities." As 
a final goodbye she said, ". . . but until 
we meet again, Descanse en Paz . . . le 
echo de menos." It translates as "rest 
in peace, I will miss her." 

Caitlin Bedford '10, another stu- 
dent, said she valued that Iglesias 
pushed her students to do their best 
in all aspects of life. "She made you 
face the tough realizations, deal with 
them, and overcome them. F ailin g or 
quitting was never an option for her 
or any of us," Bedford said. A Span- 
ish and French Education major, 



Bedford said that she will not only 
use what she learned from Igl esias in 
her classrooms, but also in her every- 
day life. 

The life of Dr. Diane Iglesias will 
never be forgotten. Her memories 
will live with those who shared 
them with her. Her enthusiastic, 
energized, inspiring, and fashion- 
able style will be greatly missed.

LVC student arrested and charged

Sophomore Hung "Mike" Vo was 
arrested two weeks ago and charged 
by Annville Twp. Police with expos- 
ing himself in Quittie Park. 

Chief of Police Michael Burdge 
said Vo was charged with open 
lewdness and indecent exposure. 

"Several weeks ago, the Annville 
Police Department, took several 
complaints regarding a gendeman in 
Annville Township who would run 
by women and expose himself," the 
chief said. "Subsequendy through 



some positive identification, we 
were able to build a strong lead on 
Mr. Michael Vo," Burdge said. A pre- 
liminary hearing will be scheduled 
within 30 days, police said. 

Burdge alleged that Vo con- 
fessed and was cooperating in the 
investigation. According to the Pa- 
triot-News, Vo exposed himself to 
individuals ranging in age from 1 2 
years to middle-aged women. 

Student Affairs Vice President 
Greg Krikorian said he could not dis- 
cuss the case, citing the Family Educa- 
tional Rights and Privacy Act of 1974, 
also known as the Buckley Amend- 



ment, which is intended to protect the 
privacy of student records. 

Although not commenting specifi- 
cally on the Vo matter, Krikorian ex- 
plained that LVC's judicial process fol- 
lows an "educational model," which is 
in place to help students grow through 
learning. Sanctions include "counsel- 
ing, educational projects, and restric- 
tions, such as separation from the 
college, and/or residence halls." Also 
administrators must look at a student s 
previous records when determining 
appropriate measures, Krikorian said.

Tibetan monks to visit LVC 

Sand Mandala and other ceremonies educate students on Tibetan Buddhism

Lebanon Valley College will host 
the Monks of Drepung Gomang 
Monastery as they create a sand 
mandala painting in the Lynch Hall 
Atrium from November 1 through 
6. The event is open to the public 
daily from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. To con- 
struct the mandala, monks carefully 
place dyed sand particles on a board. 

The opening ceremony for 
the mandala construction will take 
place at 5 p.m. on November 1. The 
monks will chant powerful prayers 
for peace, prosperity, and heal- 
ing in traditional overtones — the 



chant master intoning a full chord 
of three notes. This chanting will 
be accompanied by delicate hand 
gestures, cymbals, drums, horns, 
and flutes. 

Immediately following the 
opening ceremony, a banquet will 
be held in the West Dining Hall of 
the Mund College Center featuring 
Tibetan food, an explanation of the 
opening ceremonies by a Tibetan 
geshe, and a brief video regarding 
the history of Buddhism in Tibet. 

The closing ceremony will take 
place at 4 p.m. on November 6 in

Thursday, November 5 that will 
include a traditional yak dance and 
debate. 

Sunday's banquet immediately 
following the opening ceremonies 
will be served from buffet tables 
set with Himalayan cuisine includ- 
ing momos (Tibetan dumplings). 
Tibetan desserts will be served at 
each table. As guests enjoy their 
food, the geshe of the Gomang 
monastery will explain the ele- 
ments of the opening ceremony 
and present a fifteen minute video 
presentation about the history of 
Buddhism in Tibet. The College 



offers banquets focusing on diverse 
religious experience twice a year, 
once each academic semester. Re- 
cent banquets featured the food, 
music and traditions of Sukkoth, 
Baisakhi, Mawlid al Nabi, Rama 
Navami, and the Coptic Feast of 
the Cross.

Charlie Parker, a senior tail- 
back, broke not only the school's 
all-time rushing yards record 
but also the all-time carries re- 
cord in a victory Oct. 17 over 
FDU-Florham. On the first play 
of the game, Parker picked up 1 2 
yards and claimed two school 
records that had stood for 32 
years. 

Parker said when he broke 
the record he was very pleased, 
but he also was extremely proud 
of his team for enabling him to 
break those records that had 
been held for so long by Rick 
Coleman 78. 

After the game in which he 




broke the record, Parker said, 
"There were a lot of congratula- 
tions on the field after the play, 
but we all knew that it was only 
the first play and we had a long 
game ahead of us if we wanted to 
win." And win they did. LVC beat 
FDU 40-14 and improved its re- 
cord to 5-1 for the first time since 
1979. 

If Parker and the rest of the 
team have any say, the LVC foot- 
ball team will continue to im- 
prove its winning record. "My 
next goal in football is to step out 
on the field and win every game 
I participate in," he said. "We all 
want to go out and win the rest 
of the games on the schedule and 
bring LVC a MAC Champion- 



ship." 

Parker played a crucial role in 
the win again Florham. He ended 
the game with 81 yards giving him 
a total of 3,178 yards and 693 car- 
ries for his career.

The Flying Dutchmen Sat- 
urday improved their record to 
6-1 for the first time since 1961 
as they rolled by King's 40-14 on 
their Oktoberfest weekend in the 
Valley. 

LVC (3-1 in MAC play) re- 
mains a game behind Delaware 
Valley and its rival Albright for first 
place in the MAC after both teams 
won Saturday. The Dutchmen are 
looking to make history this up- 
coming weekend on Halloween.

Colt Zarilla and Caleb Fick 
combined to throw for 200 yards 
and three touchdowns for the 
Dutchmen, as two of those TD 
passes ended in the end zone 
thanks to the hands and speed of 
Sean Donovan.

Slavoj Zizek, a Slovenian philos- 
opher, graced LVC with his char- 
ismatic charm last Friday. Known 
as the "Wild Man of Theory," Zizek 
is an eclectic, unconventional phi- 
losopher who shares his personal, 
philosophical perspective about 
politics, philosophy and pop cul- 
ture. His presence is in part due to 
LVC's Wired Colloquium which 
will occur throughout this year, 
examining how technology affects 
our lives. 

Zizek is a currently professor 
at the Institute for Sociology, Lju- 
bljana and at the European Gradu- 
ate School. Zizek was born in 1949 
in Ljubljana, Slovenia, where he 
still maintains a residence. The ec- 
centric philosopher has traveled to 
many colleges and universities to 
voice his philosophy in lectures. He 
can be considered the most sue-

cessful and prolific after Lacanian, 
a Freud-inspired philosopher. He 
is also greatly influenced by Lacan, 
Marx, Hegel, and Schelling. Zizek 
has written and published over 
fifty books which have been trans- 
lated into a dozen languages. Slavoj 
Zizek was politically active during 
the 1980s and was even a candidate 
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for presidency in the Republic of 
Slovenia in 1990. 

The Allen theater aired a viewing 
of Zizek's self-titled move, Zizek! 
last Tuesday evening, in anticipa- 
tion of his arrival. Students and the 
community filled the seats, includ- 
ing President McDonald. The mov-

LVC writers get creative 

Reading, online anthology to display work to the public

ENG 215-01 may sound like a 
standard course designation, but to 
the students who take part in it every 
Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, it 
is anything but ordinary. Creative 
Writing: Fiction, taught by Visiting 
Professor of English Dr. Kristin Case, 
is a writing class that has enabled a 
group of talented young writers to 
sharpen their skills in an academic 
environment The course is set up in 
a workshop format in which students 
turn in new writing samples each 
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week and also critique each others 
work. For each workshop period, 
two students submit their work to be 
read and critiqued by the other mem- 
bers of the class, with each student 
working toward the completion of 
four polished pieces of short fiction 
by the end of the semester. 

"The heart of the class is the work- 
shop. Students take turns submitting 
work to be read and critiqued by the 
other members of the class. Reading 
and commenting on one another's 
work, students gradually develop 
both a critical vocabulary and a sense 
of their own aesthetic as writers and 



readers," Case writes. 

But what really makes the class 
work so well is the universal inter- 
est of all its students; Mary Auker 
'10 had been writing poetry long 
before taking this class, and as a 
Religion major, she shows that aca- 
demic expertise is no bar to a love 
of writing. 

"I took the class because I've been 
writing for years and wanted to get 
some real feedback and criticism to 
help me hone what I love. Plus it's 
nice for a religion major to get to 
write creatively rather than be con-

With "Day at the Valley" visits 
in full swing, an overflowing caf- 
eteria has become a common oc- 
currence at LVC. This year, how- 
ever, these days of seat searching 
may have another unintended 
purpose - preparing students for 
the upcoming renovation of the 
Mund College Center. 

The renovations, which are 
due for completion in August 
2012, will see the construction 
of a new kitchen, the reconfigu- 
ration of the dining halls, the 
move of the college store to the 
main floor, and the addition of 
offices for staff and student orga- 
nizations. Although the project 
with be a great benefit in that it 
will provide a renewed and up- 
dated gathering place for stu- 
dents on campus, it also comes at 
a high cost, around $12 million. 
The construction will begin with 
the demolition of the current 
kitchen and the addition of a 
completely new kitchen, followed 
by the renovation of the dining 
halls. In order for this construc- 
tion to take place, one dining hall 
must be closed, leaving only half 
of the current seating open for 
student use. 

To help with the congestion that 
is bound to occur because of this, 
serving hours will be extended.

fined to just writing essays!" Auker 
writes, "It's been extremely reward- 
ing to connect with other writers and 
be able to talk frankly about our work 
together. It's all too often that you 
present a piece of writing to someone 
to critique and they tell you they love 
it because they love you- and that 
doesn't help you learn to write any 
better! So it's been really nice to get 
real criticism and give it as well." 

Andrea Hoover '1 1 has found that 
the class helped her to refine story 
ideas she had prior to taking it, and 
that with the help she receives from 
her peers in the workshops it has tru- 
ly been a rewarding experience. 

"I really enjoy the relaxed atmo- 
sphere of the class. Sitting around 
a table discussing our stories is a 
much different experience than I've 
had in any other class at LVC. This 
has probably been one of my favorite 
classes I've taken," Writes Hoover. 

Christian Slater '10 also believes 
that the unique workshop format of 
the class has helped him to hone his 
personal writing style, and that the class 
has been "an interesting experience." 

"I would say that the workshop 
sessions are by far the most helpful 
aspect of the course. They expose 
us to the various writing styles of our 
peers and allow us the opportunity to 



receive constructive criticism on our 
own work. In such a small class set- 
ting the tendency is generally to sug- 
ar coat criticism, but I think our class 
does a fairly decent job of critiquing 
each other honestly," Slater writes. 

Case says that in terms of con- 
tent, the work has been "quite di- 
verse, [including] everything from 
science fiction to parables about 
religion to deeply personal, first- 
person narratives." However, de- 
spite the range of topics, the pieces 
in some ways spring from similar 
wells and exist in dialogue with 
one another, something that often 
comes up in workshop. 

"People feel free -- 1 would even 
venture to say they feel obligated 
- to respond thoughtfully and hon- 
esdy to one another's work. The 
environment is always, I think, sup- 
portive, but people are also willing 
to express (and hear) criticism. The 
highest compliment you can get as 
a writer is to have someone read 
your work slowly, with care, and 
think about it. That happens in ev- 
ery workshop. As a writer myself, I 
know how valuable having that kind 
of community can be," Case writes. 

At the end of the semester, the 
class pieces will be compiled in an on- 
line anthology and available to a wider 
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audience. In addition, the public is 
invited to attend a class fiction reading 
at MJ's on Tuesday December l a , at 
9:30PM. Each class member will have 
about five minutes of reading time to 
present a piece he/she has prepared. 
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Race relations at LVC

After receiving numerous com- 
plaints from students of Lebanon 
Valley College, he decided to put the 
ignorance to an end. And he did. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, James Felton, Director 
of Multicultural Affairs, sent a mass 
email out to all faculty and staff mem- 
bers at the college. 

The email discussed several 
terms used to identify the different 
racial groups and underrepresent- 
ed students on campus. In it, Fel- 
ton specified terminology that is 
generally considered offensive and 
explained other, more appropriate 
terms that are accepted by mem- 
bers of underrepresented groups. 

Each term was followed by an ex- 
planation. For instance, one part of 
the email read as follows, "ALANA 
(African, Latino, Asian, Native Amer- 
ican): This is the term used by many 
enrollment management and student 
affairs officials in higher education." 

Felton, who is starting his fourth 
year at the college, felt that this email 



was necessary after hearing so many 
complaints from underrepresented 
students. The email was not sent to 
offend faculty and staff members but 
rather to inform. 

Explains Felton, "I sent the 
email out to inform the entire cam- 
pus of terms acceptable in daily in- 
teraction with students." 

He hopes that the email will help 
faculty and staff members become 
more tolerant of different groups. 

Felton strongly believes that facul- 
ty and staff members were not using 
such terms to offend students, but 
out of ignorance, and he explained 
this to those students who have been 
offended, many of whom were ready 
to protest and go to the dean. As he 
remarked, "A lot of folks were saying 
it out of ignorance, not with malice or 
an attempt to demean students. They 
just did not know." 

Felton also believes that discus- 
sions regarding race are important 
on a campus such as LVC. He re- 
ferred to what he sees as the accom- 
plishment of talking about race, as 



"culturally sensitive" at LVC. 

"I think as we are trying to become 
more culturally sensitive from an 
administrative and academic stand- 
point; we really need to have some 
discussions about critical race and 
ethnic studies," Felton added. 

There have been several responses 
regarding this email from Felton's col- 
leagues, including phone calls and 
emails. All responses were positive 
feedback. Some were thanking him 
for informing them of appropriate 
terms, and others were asking about 
ways this issue can be fixed. 

Felton is currently working 
with the Dean of the Faculty, Mi- 
chael Green, to make the topic of 
race and diversity on the forefront 
of campus discussions. They are 
working with the office of Human 
Resources to bring in speakers that 
will train faculty and staff members 
on diversity issues. They also plan 
to have "study circles" which are 
group discussions about diversity.

ZIZEK: "monster" comes to LVC

ie's synopsis includes Zizek traveling 
around the globe while expressing his 
philosophical views on the work of 
others. Zizek touches main concepts 
from the Freudian-based Lacanian 
psychoanalysis and Marxism through 
his unique perspectives on their phi- 
losophy. Zizek not only speaks about 
themes such as ideology, belief, revo- 
lution and love, but also articulates 
critiques of himself He discusses his 
own perception of self and his dislike 
of the attention that is paid to him by 
fans who consider him a celebrity. As 
explained in the documentary, Zizek 
views himself as a "monster" and does 
not understand why fans see him as 
being important Zizek's perception 
of himself as a "monster" became dif- 
ficult to understand for many students 
and community members last Friday 
evening, as he appears to be just a phi- 
losopher full of knowledge. However, 
his unconventional theories about 
pop culture and politics sparked the 
interest of many viewers, which was 
well pronounced as the Miller Chapel 
filled for his conversation with Dr. Jeff 
Robbins. 

Dr. Robbins' provocative ques- 
tions about the Tibetan Monk's visit, 
the twentieth anniversary of the fall of 
the Berlin wall, and one of his books 
intrigued Slavoj Zizek to lecture for a 
full two hours. Not one yawn slipped 
through an audience member's 



mouth, as each person's full attention 
was given to Zizek. His quirky philo- 
sophical personality led him to touch 
upon theories that inquiring minds 
eagerly listened to. Zizek's theories at- 
tracted students and professors from 
LVC as well as nearby colleges. 

His topics for discussion were 
similar to the ones he voiced in the 
documentary, including his views 
on the media, beliefs, death, plea- 
sure, and reality — all of which per- 
mitted the audience to think about 
the concepts differendy. Whether 
one was there due to an assign- 
ment or for self enrichment, all in 
attendance left with the once in a 
lifetime experience with the philo- 
sophical "Monster" and "Wild Man 
of Theory." 

"It was evident from his public 
presentation that his mind operates 
at warp speed and he has an exhaus- 
tive grasp of contemporary politics 
and culture, psychoanalytic theory, 
and contemporary philosophy and 
religious thought. My hope is that 
even if students did not feel like 
they could understand his every 
point-and if at times he offended- 
-they nevertheless recognized what 
a uniquely stimulating intellectual 
opportunity this was for our cam- 
pus," Robbins said.

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Monks' visit worth much more than sand catch this

This past week, LVC hosted Ti- 
betan monks to spread the word 
of what they teach. They held a 
banquet on Sunday, November 1st 
to welcome the monks as well as 
introduce them to the campus and 
community. They performed some 
of their rituals and served traditional 
Tibetan food. 

But the main event of their visit 
was the sand mandala, which was cre- 
ated and displayed in Lynch. A few of 
the monks created an elaborate de- 
sign with colorful sand, made out of 
crushed marble. They worked from 
10 a.m. to 4p.m. Monday through 
Friday, tediously placing sand into 
a sketched design. Many students 
gathered around the mandala in be- 
tween classes to see the progress. 

A sand mandala is a Tibetan Bud- 
dhist tradition of creating a design 
with colored sand, and then destroy- 
ing it. One Buddhist monk explained 
to the Buddhism class, REL 253, that 
the sand mandalas were once so rare, 
they were only done once a year in all 
of Tibet Now they are done more of- 
ten, especially as a display to help raise 
awareness of the struggles facing the 
Tibetan people. 

The monks stayed around cam- 
pus to talk to students and commu- 
nity members, and were very open 
and willing to interact and tell their 



stories. The monks performing the 
sand mandala are still students at 
their monastery. There, they take 
classes to learn the tantras, as well 
as the art of making sand mandalas. 

The design that was chosen is de- 
rived from the "Buddha's meditation 
experience and practice" explained the 
translator, Namgyal Tsondu. It repre- 
sents the compassion of the Buddha. 

Namgyal Tsondu translated Lob- 
can Samdup explaining, "We come 
here to this college and to the school 
to show this art and hoping to try to 
explain what this art symbolizes... 
and by explaining the details and 
knowing the truth about the pre- 
ciousness of this tradition and cul- 
ture and art, and we hope that Amer- 
ican students everywhere, everyone 
will see the greater importance of 
this culture, the Tibetan culture, and 
religion to exist in this world to help 
world peace, to help the global soci- 
ety, global humanity, to live in a har- 
monious state." 

At the end of the week, on Friday 
November 6th at 4p.m. the monks 
held the closing ceremony which 
started in Lynch and ended at the 
Quittie creek, where they put the 
marble from the mandala. The man- 
dala was destroyed to symbolize the 
impermanence of everything. 

"Thuk je che, or "thank you."

Both Klappholz 
and Jablonski said that their 
involvement was influenced by their 
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fellow Facebook friends who were 
users of the applications. 

Since its recent debut by creator 
Zynga in June 2009, FarmVille's 
popularity on Facebook has been 
growing as an application for the 
networking site. The game allows 
users to create, manage, and take care 
of a virtual farm. Most of the game- 
play centers on creating and plowing 
plots, planting and harvesting crops, 
and giving and receiving gifts with 
neighbors, who are Facebook friends 
also using the application. 

Restaurant City was created by 
Playfish Games for social networking 
oudets such as Facebook and has a 
similar premise to FarmVille. The 
object of the game is to create and 
manage a successful and thriving 
restaurant that beats out all of the 
neighboring restaurants owned by 
users' friends. Users build up and 
customize dieir restaurants by making 
decisions on everything from the 
decorations to the furniture layout 
Players are also able to interact 
with their friends by visiting their 
restaurants and trading ingredients 
with the intent of bettering their 
menus. Everyday a daily ingredient is 
offered to players to make their menus 
and restaurants better. 

With these two game applications 
being so similar, it would be hard for 
a Facebook virtual game novice to 
decide which one to play. Instead 
of choosing one or the other, many 
Facebook users decide to become 
both farmers and restaurant owners. 
Therefore, which game is better? For 
Klappholz, the daily ingredient keeps 
her interested and coming back for 
more, so Restaurant City is better. 
However, for Jablonski, Restaurant 
City is better because it is the first one 
that he started playing and because 
"it's more entertaining than watching 
plants grow" It seems that Restaurant 
City is the better choice, but it is really 
up to individual users to decide which 
game they prefer. 

So, if being a farmer or restaurant 
owner has always been your dream, 
you like compering against your 
friends, or you are just looking for a 
nice distraction from school work, get 
lost in the virtual worlds of FarmVille 
and/or Restaurant City. But, be 
forewarned; you just may become 
addicted.

An appeal for greater student awareness of Tibet

By now, the elegant sand man- 
dala has drifted into the Susque- 
hanna, and will soon wash into 
the sea. The monks of Drepung 
Gomang, those strange bald asian 
men wearing saffron and gold 
robes in Lynch last week, have 
come and gone, leaving us only 
with the memories of their visit 
and the beautiful sand sculpture 
they had come to create. 

Why, though? Why did four 
monks, a geshe (think Buddhist 
equivalent of Phd.), and a transla- 
tor travel from India to America, 
just to display their ancient tradi- 
tional homage to the fleeting na- 
ture of material Things? 

There was some higher pur- 
pose to the Tibetan's visit. An ul- 
terior motive the monks are not 
shy to talk about, and in fact want 
to talk about as much as possible 
with you, the students. 

Their reasons are close to 
their hearts. So close, that even 
overlooking the strange religious 
dogma, it is easy to see why these 
passive men are so painstakingly 
devoted. 

The answer to "why were they 
here?" is simple: their homeland, 
the country of Tibet, was stolen 
from them over half a century ago, 
and ever since their faith, friends, 
and families have been victims of 
systematic genocide. 

Communist China forcibly an- 
nexed the Tibetan Plateau in 1950. 
Their claim to Tibet's lands and

resources basically boils down to 
"because we can." Chinese forces 
moved in and started brutally eras- 
ing as much of the Tibetan culture 
as possible by destroying cultural 
art treasures, killing countless civil- 
ians, and keeping tight reigns on the 
pacifist Tibetan Buddhist religion. 

A decade of sadistic persecu- 
tion led to a bloody and unsuc- 
cessful revolution in 1959. This led 
the religious and political leader of 
Tibet, His Holiness the 14th Da- 
lai Lama of Tibet, Tenzin Gyatso, 
along with 80,000 refugees, to flee 
over the Himalayans (that's where 
Mt. Everest is) into India. 

Since, the Chinese oppressors 
have raped Tibet's natural resourc- 
es and work tirelessly to destroy 
the culture. Since 1949, 1.2 mil- 
lion Tibetans have died. Thanks 
to settlements encouraged by the 
Chinese government, there are 
even parts of Tibet where there 



are more Chinese than Tibetans. In 
essence, everything we did to the 
Native Americans in 500 years, the 
Republic of China has done to the 
Tibetans in 50.

In Octo- 
ber, President Obama blew off a 
meeting with the Dalai Lama for 
negotiating trade agreements with 
China. Even George Bush met 
with the Dalai Lama at one point, 
and Obama canceled on his first 
meeting. This is why the Tibetans, 
in their quest to get their rightful 
home back under their control, are 
making their appeal to us. 

What can you do? There's an 



organization called Students for a 
Free Tibet, check them out online. 
Hopefully, there are some of you 
out there willing to add Lebanon 
Valley College to the list of college 
chapters. 

Personally, I was given the op- 
portunity in the summer of 2007 
and 2008 to spend time at a week 
long nature program for Tibetan 
youth at Tanager Lodge in New 
York's north country. The chil- 
dren had little to no idea about 
the plight of their people, but their 
parents and grandparents were a 
different story. 

When I think about the Ti- 
betan plight I think about some 
of the fathers who have old bul- 
let wounds in their arms from 
Chinese soldiers, I think about 
Tenzin, who, as a monk, spent 
seven years without uttering a 
single word. I think about the kind 
grandmother who would make tea 
for the staff, and had trouble walk- 
ing because of the damage done to 
her legs when crossing the moun- 
tain passes into India. 

These are a people who have been 
suffering for some time, and the only 
way America will do anything to 
help is if we, the intrepid youth of this 
nation, stand up for human rights 
around the world. At the very least, 
educate yourselves. Learn about Ti- 
bet's rich culture and peaceful tradi- 
tions, its people and beliefs. Find out 
how an innocent nation of pacifists 
is soon going to be ground out, and, 
without any help, forgotten.

Flying Dutchmen win 31-21 over Lycoming on Senior day

The last time LVC won eight 
games was their 8-5 season in 1902. 
This past Saturday, they reached that 
mark as they defeated Lycoming 31- 
21. Even though this game was a big 
win this season for the flying Dutch- 
men, they were still shut out of the 
MAC's automatic bid to the NCAA 
division III playoffs by #20 Delaware 
Valley's 45-16 win over LVC's up- 
coming opponent, Albright, this past 
Saturday. 

However, the Dutchmen, who 
now stand at (8- 1, 5- 1 MAC), can still 
win a share of the title with a win over 
Albright this Saturday along with a 
Del Val loss to Widener. More than 
likely the team will have to win-out 
and lean on the hope for an at-large 
bid to the NCAA Division III tourna- 
ment as long as a 9- 1 record is gained 
after this upcoming weekend. 

On the flying Dutchmen's Senior 
Day Saturday, it was only appropriate 
that LVC's senior class made all the 
big plays. The seniors did just that as 



LVC overcame a slow start on both 
sides of the ball to dominate the War- 
riors (3-6, 2-4 Mac) in the second 
half 

Charlie Parker, who seemed to be 
the Dutchmen's work horse the whole 
game, scored three touchdowns as 
well as putting up 126 yards on 33 
carries. This was Parkers 16th career 
game over 100-yards. Along with 
that, he received some help carrying 
the offensive load from senior wide- 
outs Joe Brennan and Sean Donovan. 
Brennan and Donovan each caught 
five passes, which included a 34 yard 
lazier off of play- action from Colt Za- 
rilla, which Brennan hauled in. 

The defensive side was led by se- 
niors Matt Lillis, Bruno lozzo, and 
Will Keylor. All came up with inter- 
ceptions in key moments of Satur- 
day's game, as well as Ju'rey Fowlkes, 
who added a fourth pick on the War- 
riors Colin Dwyer. 

Lyco had an early 14-3 lead due to 
a 5 1 -yard TD pass to Ryan Wagaman 
which helped them score on their 
second play of the game. LVC had to 



settle for a 23-yard Brittany Ryan field 
goal to end their 19 play, 8:39 drive in 
the middle of the first quarter. Mean- 
while, the Warriors capped off their 
first drive of the second quarter with 
a one-yard Mark Rosa touchdown. 

LVC crept back into the contest, 
finishing a long drive with Parker run- 
ning up the middle to end the scoring 
for the first half of the game. 

The momentum contained by the 
Warriors in the first portion of the 
game shifted solidly in LVC's favor in 
the second half of play. A deep Dutch- 
men drive resulted in a Nate Fehr's 
missed field goal from 25 yards out 
as Lyco took over at their 20 yard line. 
Lyco possession did not last long as 
Dwyer was immediately picked ofTby 
lozzo on a tipped ball that the senior 
backer took to the Warrior 15. This 
led to Parker driving over a defender, 
six plays later, to score inches outside 
the goal line. This put the Dutchmen 
up 17-14 in the middle of the third. 

The coaching staffed called one 
of their signature big-pass plays 
out of the playbook after causing 



a Warrior three-and-out. Zarilla 
went for a play-action fake reverse 
on first down, and hit Brennan in 
the endzone to go up two scores 
towards the end of the third. 

In the fourth, the Dutchmen ex- 
tended their lead with Parker's final 
touchdown of the day, as he put the 
ball in two yards from outside the goal 
line to cap off a nine-play, 62 yard drive 
Parker said, 'At halftime, Coach told 
me that in the second half they were 
going to basically lean on me to get us 
over the hump the rest of the game." 

"[They were] words of motivation 
that lighted a fire within me," Parker 
said. 

Will Keylor had an interception 
on the Lycoming first play of the 
fourth quarter. Afterwards, LVC 
could not make anything out of 
the drive. The Warriors took over, 
but also stalled. However, Jake 
Lampher's punt was taken by Nic 
Shirey, who was stripped by War- 
rior Ben Twardzik, and Lycos Pat 
McNamera fell on the loose ball to 
give the Warriors a chance on the 



LVC 15 with 8:23 left in the game. 

The Dutchmen "D" stepped up 
and put a halt on the attempted 
comeback, containing Josh Klein- 
felter on first and second downs 
before comerback Tim Ridewood 
knocked down a pass on third- 
down to establish a missed 32-yard 
field goal by TJ Chiarlonza. 

Lyco finally got a humble touch- 
down late in the fourth on Wagaman's 
19-yard catch, but Brennan recovered 
it for LVC an attempted on-side kick 
by the Warriors. After turning the ball 
over on downs with 31 seconds left, 
Lillis grabbed his fifth interception 
for the past three games, as time ex- 
pired to seal the win. 

The Dutchmen look to keep the 
dream of an extended season alive by 
knocking off Albright (8-1). A win 
will not only give them an opportu- 
nity for a playoff appearance, but may 
allow for a share of the conference ti- 
tle if Delaware Valley falls to Widener 
this coming weekend.

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Is Grunge Dead?

Mudhoney frontman Mark 
Arm is often credited as the first 
person to use the term "grunge" to 
describe the Seattle music scene 
of the late 1980s and early 1990s. 
With the surprise success of Nir- 
vana's album Nevermind in 1991, 
America got its first real exposure 
to the genre as it swept out from 
the Pacific Northwest. 

Twenty years later, those bands 
exist either in name only, or they 
have flown off the radar entirely. 
Is grunge dead? Or has it changed 
into something else totally? 

The "Big Four" of the genre - 
Nirvana, Soundgarden, Alice in 
Chains, and Pearl Jam - were only 
a handful of groups that fused to- 
gether elements of punk, heavy 
metal, and even a bit of Beatles- 
esque pop to lay the foundations 
of the new genre and to cement it 
firmly in American music. 

But while the grunge musicians 
with their thrift store shirts and di- 
sheveled hair have a certain camp 
value today, the music that came 
out of the early 90s nonetheless 
changed the face of rock n' roll. It 
was in many ways a call back to ear- 
lier times but also a drive forward. 
Songs touched on issues seldom, 
if ever, addressed until that point 
and they did so unapologetically. 

Kurt Cobain's simple, punk- 
driven song writing landed Nir- 
vana into mainstream popularity. 
Pearl Jam's breakthrough album 
Ten helped to further cement the 
genre with material less abrasive 
than Cobain's often brutally graph- 
ic lyrics, but possessing the same 
emotional grit. Alice in Chains 
established itself with thundering 
heavy-metal rockers like "Man in 




the Box," but seemed equally at 
home in the acoustic realm with 
tracks like the regretful "Nutshell." 

Soundgarden was the Led 
Zeppelin of the early 90s - ex- 
perimenting with the genre's outer 
boundaries and flitting seamlessly 
between guitarist Kim Thayil's 
trademark monster riffs and intri- 
cate, calculated solos. Tracks like 
"The Day I Tried to Live," "Tighter 
and Tighter," "Blow Up the Out- 
side World" and "Fell on Black 
Days" cut straight to the heart of 
the genre both musically and lyri- 
cally, but approached it in different 
ways. 

However, even as it was pol- 
ishing its sound, the genre was 
already fading. Kurt Cobain's 
death in 1994 ended Nirvana. 
Soundgarden dissolved in 1997 
due to creative differences, and 
Alice in Chains went into exile as 
lead vocalist Layne Staley's drug 
addiction spiraled out of control, 
leading to his death in 2002. In a 
sense, the genre devoured itself - 
their dissidence became their suc- 



cess and, as a result, pop culture 
- the very thing they were trying to 
escape from. This was something 
that many of the more successful 
grunge musicians never recon- 
ciled with and is reflected through 
songs like Pearl Jam's "Corduroy" 
and Nirvana's "In Bloom." When 
grunge became "cool" it was only 
a matter of time before it changed 
or died. 

In reality, it did both. With the 
fading of the genre's pure, early 
form came the growth of so-called 
"post-grunge" bands like Foo 
Fighters and Stone Temple Pilots, 
who took on the heavy, distorted 
guitars of their forebears but left 
behind the lyrical grit and raw en- 
ergy that was so key to the genre. 
It was grunge made more main- 
stream and watered down, some- 
thing that still carries on in the ex- 
pansive genre of "alternative rock" 
that pervades the airwaves today. 

But even the bands that sur- 
vived deaths and breakups have 
faced changes themselves. Pearl 
Jam's new album, Backspaces car- 



the album has a certain, buried 
sense of hope that never surfaced 
when Staley still manned the mike. 
The tide track, "Black Gives Way to 
Blue" is a haunting, piano-driven 
ballad that seems strangely at home 
even alongside band classics. The 
way the message is conveyed hasn't 
changed much, but the message 
has. The difference is that there's a 
light at the end of the tunnel. 

Whatever the reflections on 
the times, the music of the grunge 
movement is timeless. The music 
was never really meant to be relat- 
able — that came with alternative 
rock. Grunge was a different ani- 
mal, more intellectual in nature. It 
was commentary on a strange de- 
cade. It mocked the feeling that all 
was well, even outright laughed at

the proverbial "American Dream". 
It wasn't classy. The guitar work 
wasn't always musically complex, 
but that wasn't what mattered. It 
said what it had to say and left just 
as soon as it had arrived.

Unleash the Real Guitar Hero

When you are done be- 
ing a "Guitar Hero" 
and are ready to pick 
up the real thing, here are a few tips 
to get you started. 

Scott Smith, a salesman at Mar- 
ty's Music in Annville, says begin- 
ning guitar players should practice 
every day for fifteen minutes. How- 
ever, he also tells beginners, "don't 
kill yourself" by over-doing it. A 
beginning player should train his 
or her weak hand, Smith says, to 
do what it needs to do and also to 



build up calluses on the fingers. 

As to what type of guitar is best 
for beginners, it truly is the player's 
preference whether to use acoustic 
or electric. A smart way to start is 
with a beginner pack, Smith says, 
in which just about any type of gui- 
tar can be included. Many packs, 
along with the guitar, include an 
amp, amp cord, strings, picks, gig 
bag, guitar stand, and strap. Some 
even come with a DVD. 

Many beginners may have a cer- 
tain song or songs in mind that they 
particularly want to master. How- 
ever, Smith says, beginner adults 
usually learn a few chords first and 
then go on to play a full song. Ac- 



cording to guitarnoise.com, some 
easy songs for beginners are "Hurt" 
by Johnny Cash, "Wish You Were 
Here" by Pink Floyd, "Hey There 
Delilah" by the Plain White Ts, 
and "Help!" by The Beades. 

Smith says he enjoys playing the 
guitar because it's "relaxing, some- 
thing to relieve stress, and it's chal- 
lenging." 

So whether you are like Smith 
and want to engage in a relaxing 
musical release or just want to em- 
ulate your favorite rock star, now 
you, too, can start making music.

Got blood? 

On Friday, Nov. 20, 2009, an 
APO-sponsored blood drive will 
take place in Mund College Center. 
Sign-ups for the drive will be avail- 
able in Mund during lunches and 
dinners for a few days prior to the 
event, but walk-ins are also welcome. 

Students involved with the plan- 
ning process of the drive emphasize 
the importance of participation. 

"It can save up to three lives and 
is a relatively easy task," said Mel 
Weidensaul'll. 

Weidensaul also explained that 
the process could take from ten or 
fifteen minutes up to forty five min- 
utes depending on the amount of 
people there are one time. She also 
said that certain medications could 
affect the process and make an indi- 
vidual ineligible to give blood. 

"It just depends," she says, "but 
it's still worth a try." 

Garret Palowitch '11 had the 



opportunity to organize the APO 
Blood Drive and is pleased to have 
helped in the planning of the event. 

"I know I am helping people 
who, without the blood donated at 
LVC, would not be able to receive 
transfusions," said Palowitch. "I 
feel I have a part in saving people's 
lives." 

Palowitch also noted that al- 
though he is ineligible to give blood, 
his part in the organization of the 
event still provides him with an op- 
portunity to help out, exclaiming, 
"Each time I run a blood drive I get a 
sense of purpose and I feel great" 

Palowitch encourages other 
students to participate as much as 
possible. 

"The Central Pennsylvania 
Blood Bank distributes 80,000 
units of blood to local hospitals 
every year, and every unit is im- 
portant," he said. "All I can say is 
that donating blood is important, 
and you save lives in the process. 
Who knows? The person who may 
receive the blood you donate now 
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may be the person you receive 
blood from in the future." 

Other members of APO have 
also helped plan and run the event. 

Jimmy Kroll '11 said that a stu- 
dent's "blood can save up to three 
lives." 

Kroll then explained that giving 
blood is organized and easy to fol- 
low. It is a step-by-step process that 
is very structured. 

APO tries to plan a blood drive 
a few times each academic year. 

"This year we are doing four 
blood drives over the span of two 
semesters," said Weidensaul. 

All drives aim to be successful as 
donating blood is something critical 
to human life. Spreading the word is 
the key to getting a good turnout 

"This [the blood drive] means 
a lot to me," said Palowitch. "And 
with the help of LVC students, fac- 
ulty, and staff, I know LVC is doing 
its part to help the community."

Women's basketball Preview 
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Basketball blasts into season 



A preview of the 2009 mens and women's basketball seasons

The 2009-10 Lebanon Valley 
College men's basketball team be- 
gan the season on Sunday. Head 
coach Brad McAlester's team was 
picked third in the Common- 
wealth Conference preseason 
poll. The team received 39 votes. 
Elizabethtown (55 votes) ranked 
first, with Widener (52) coming in 
second. 

The Dutchmen will look to 
improve this season after a 12-13 
record overall and a 4-8 Com- 
monwealth Conference record. If 
they do so, they will have to suc- 
cessfully replace guard Kyle Enoch 
and forward Eric Humphrey, two 
key starters from last season. 

But there is some experience 
returning. Dan Dunkelberger, a 
senior and captain, is expected 
to play a key role. Dunkelberger 
started all 25 games last season, 
leading the team in free throws 
and rebounds. Another returning 
starter and captain is Joe Meehan, 
who started 22 out of the 25 games 
last season as a point guard, led the 



team in assists, and was named 
Rookie of the Year for the Com- 
monwealth Conference. Grant 
Becker is expected back this year 
after suffering an injury in 2008- 
09. Becker had started 18 out of 
the 19 games he played in. Sean 
Macintosh played in all 25 games 
last season and started 12 times as 
a guard, averaging 6 points. 

Other names to look for on the 
court include Matt Staub, who is 
the third captain for the Dutch- 
men this year and played in 15 
games as a guard this past season; 
Anthony Trautman, who played in 
22 games and averaged 3.6 points; 
and Cameron Prince, who played 
in 24 contests during the season. 

McAlester has also brought in 
six freshmen, including Sam Diaz, 
Ryan Kinard, Matt O'Brien, Sean 
Ruane, Danny Brooks, and David 
Corbin. 

Dunkelberger said this season's 
team is starting out ahead of the 
2008-09 version in a knowledge of 
what's expected on one end of the 
court. "We put in a new offensive 
system last season, so this year we 
didn't have to spend as much time

Overtimes unlucky for LVC weekend

Luck wasn't on our side last 
weekend, as LVC lost both foot- 
ball and field hockey games in 
overtime. Albright DB Dave Harig 
knocked away Caleb Hck's pass to 
Matt Donley in double overtime Sat- 
urday as the Dons came back to win 
44-43 over the Dutchmen football 
team In a game with a lot at stake as 
well as a likely NCAA at-large berth 
for the winners, Albright (9-1, 6-1 
MAC) capitalized on almost every 
LVC miscue in the second half of play 
to overcome a 16-0 halftime deficit 

The devastating loss prevented 
the Dutchmen (8-2, 5-2 MAC) from 
making it to the Division 3 postsea- 
son playoff. However their season is 



not quite finished, as they have quali- 
fied for an ECAC Bowl game Satur- 
day against visiting Salisbury (5-5). 
The Dutchmen will make their first 
bowl appearance since 1951 in the 
noon game at Arnold Field. 

The Dutchmen's Brittany Ryan 
missed a 25-yard field-goal attempt 
at the end of regulation that would 
have sealed the win for LVC. After 
bodi teams traded scores in the first 
and second overtimes, head coach 
Jim Monos elected to go for two and 
the win in the second period, but 
came up short 

LVC's all-time leading scorer and 
rusher Charlie Parker scored on a 
4-yard run in the first overtime that 
took place, yet that was matched by 
Albright's Scott Pillar, who made an 
amazing catch of a 30-yard pass on 



fourth down to keep the Lions' post- 
season hopes alive. In the second 
extra period, Pillar snagged a wide- 
open 7-yard pass on the first attempt, 
but Dutchmen senior Joe Brennan 
caught a 2-yard pass on fourth down 
to keep the game going. 

This one was wild from the start, 
a classic game in the truest sense. It 
was a game in which Albright start- 
ing QB Tanner Kelly got injured 
on their first drive as he was demol- 
ished on the sack by senior middle 
backer Will Key lor. Yet Lions backup 
Patrick Subers stepped in to throw 
for 362 yards to go with five touch- 
downs, as well as using his feet for 53 
more yards. 

His counterpart, Fick, threw for 
208 yards along with three touch- 
downs, while Parker added more to 



his legacy, putting together his 17th 
career 100-yard performance. The 
future LVC Hall of Famer ran for 139 
yards and added another two touch- 
downs. 

Monos said, "We had our chances 
in the fourth quarter." He later added, 
"These kids really wanted to go to the 
big show, and we had our chances, 
but we didn't make it" 

LVC took a 16-0 first-half lead on 
touchdowns by Brennan and Ben 
Guiles and a safety, but Albright ral- 
lied to tie the game at 23-23 in the 
fourth quarter. Now LVC gets one fi- 
nal chance to set a school record with 
its ninth win. Salisbury is a member 
of the Atlantic Central Football Con- 
ference It will come to Annville off 
a win, 34-19, over Frostburg State in 
the Regents Cup game last Saturday. 



The same can be said of the field 
hockey team, who also had a tremen- 
dous season, going 19-4 and earning 
an at-large bid to the NCAAs. They 
lost in overtime to Messiah College 
3-2 on Sunday. Before that loss they 
defeated Wittenberg College 9-0, 
and Rowan University 3-0. 

With 5 field hockey players 
named all region, 7 named all Com- 
monwealth Conerence, and fresh- 
man Caitlin Vasey named Rookie 
of the Year, there is no question that 
the Lebanon Valley field hockey 
team left its mark with a successful 
season. The overtime loss against 
Messiah didn't dampen their spir- 
its, as LVC left the field with heads 
held high Sunday afternoon.

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Job situation 
after graduation 
still uncertain

Most graduating students have 
had four years to study, plan, and 
decide what they would like to do 
for the rest of their lives. However, 
the current state of the economy 
has forced graduates to take a sec- 
ond look at their career choices 
and the opportunities that are be- 
ing presented to them. Gwen Mill- 
er, the assistant director of career 
services, stated that the job market 
"has been more difficult than in 
years past." This year there "is cer- 
tainly a higher competition level; 
you might have more alumni, not 
just alumni at LVC, but older can- 
didates who are looking for posi- 
tions," he said. 

"Maybe people who are deal- 
ing with being laid off are going 
for the same jobs that our gradu- 
ates are going for," he added. Also, 
the starting salary for last year's 
graduating class was 4 percent 
higher than the previous year. This 
year, starting salaries not only did 
not increase, but fell 1.2 percent, 
according to the National Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Employers 
(NACE). 

According to NACE, graduates 
earning business administration 
and management degrees are in 
high demand with a 4.7 percent in- 
crease to average salaries since last 
year. Actually, the average salary 
offers for business majors in gen- 
eral, including those with account- 
ing and finance degrees, have been 
on the rise. Accounting is the pro- 
fession with the highest number

of offers to the graduating class of 
2009, with an average starting sal- 
ary of $49,770. Slowly and surely 
this field of work continues to see 
positive numbers. 

The top five occupations with 
the largest employment in Penn- 
sylvania are elementary school 
teachers, postsecondary teachers, 
accountants and auditors, second- 
ary school teachers, and general 
and operation managers, according 
to acinet.org. In the Fall 2009 Sal- 
ary Survey by NACE, educational 
services were ranked No. 2 on the 
list of the greatest number of offers 
for the class of 2009. 

The field of petroleum and coal 
products was also ranked in the top 
10 and had the highest average sal- 
ary offer at $73,245. Not bad for a 
fresh start in the work force. Oth- 
ers on the list included the engi- 
neering, consulting, financial and 
medical fields. 

On the upside, LVC graduates 
are finding positives in the local 
economies. Pennsylvania's unem- 
ployment rate of S.4 percent is 



below the national average of 5.8 
percent. "By staying in the area, 
you definitely have a higher net- 
working opportunity of people 
close by you. We do have a lot of 
alumni who are [staying] relatively 
local," Miller said. "It's a lot easier 
to go to somebody and say, 'I'm a 
graduate of Lebanon Valley Col- 
lege' and have them know exactly 
what you're talking about." 

With the Career Connections 
database, Job Center website, Har- 
risburg or Lebanon chambers of 
commerce sites, and some young 
professionals' networking groups, 
there are plenty of resources to 
find opportunities. The Career 
Connections data base and the Job 
Center website are both offered by 
LVC's career services center. The 
center can be a valuable tool to 
finding a job while at LVC. 

All LVC students, not just se- 
niors, need to be concerned about 
the economy. "It depends on who 
you ask and where you are want- 
ing to go, but I personally would 
not be surprised if it is difficult for 



the next couple graduating classes," 
said Miller. Because it takes the 
economy time to level out, no one 
truly knows how long the scarcity 
of jobs will last. 

Miller said she believes that "it's 
important even for the freshmen 
who are here right now to be plan- 
ning ahead to what they can do to 
make themselves more marketable 
when they do get to that graduat- 
ing class. You can't guarantee that 
just because 'well, I'm still a fresh- 
man student,' four years from now, 
it will all work out." 

Opportunities such as intern- 
ships are becoming a very impor- 
tant resource for underclassmen. 
"The state of the economy has 
certainly made the need for intern- 
ships that much greater," Miller 
said. Internships allow students to 
have as much experience as pos- 
sible and also build networking 
possibilities. They allow a gradu- 
ate's resume to excel above other 
applicants in the competition for 
a job. Miller said, "internships are 
a must." 



The economy has made it "that 
much more important to start 
planning and thinking ahead," she 
added. Miller advised students to 
"take advantage of every opportu- 
nity that you are given . . . network 
as much as possible and never burn 
bridges, take advantage of any pro- 
fessional develop opportunities, 
whether workshops or training or 
certifications." 

She said she believed that "it is 
important to have a good attitude 
when the economy is like this, to 
remain upbeat to keep yourself 
looking. It takes a while to do a re- 
ally in-depth job search." 

"Keep in good spirits", she add- 
ed, "and keep sending out all of 
your information. In addition, try 
to identify other jobs that maybe 
you hadn't considered before". 

As for the underclassmen, "start 
taking advantage of everything that 
we have in whatever stage of the 
career planning process you're in," 
she said.

last year and had some of my fed- 
eral loans and grants taken away."

Job 
losses do seem to be going down, 
from 741,000 losses in January 
down to 190,000 lost in October.

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College nearing student capacity

The measurement for success is 
often growth; but at LVC, infinite 
growth is not in the plans. As out- 
lined in the 2009-2016 Strategic Plan, 
campus enrollment will be capped at 
1,700 full-time students. The school's 
website lists enrollment at 1,600. 

By limiting the number of stu- 
dents enrolled, the income gener- 
ated by tuition is also being limited. 
One way for the college to get more 
money would be to increase tu- 



ition, but the Strategic Plan stresses 
that tuition be kept at a "financially 
tolerable discount rate" and that fi- 
nancial aid should continue to be a 
major selling point of the College. 

So why limit student enroll- 
ment at all? College President 
Stephen MacDonald pointed out 
recently that the College's relation- 
ship with the community, as well 
as its academic and social ideals, 
support this limitation. Annville is 
not a very large town, and the space 
LVC occupies, as well as the sur- 
rounding area, does not allow for 
much expansion. In addition, the 



student-teacher ratio would grow 
along with the student population. 
In order to keep its role as a small 
liberal arts college, LVC must re- 
main just that - small. 

The Strategic Plan outlines ways 
in which LVC can investigate other 
avenues for income growth even 
after student enrollment is capped. 
Some ideas include the growth of 
"endowment and quasi-endow- 
ment through gifts, investment re- 
turns, spending policy discipline, 
and operating budget excess rev- 
enue transfers."

Study reports interesting findings on college 
email addresses

College e-mail addresses for 
students may soon be a thing of the 
past, according to a recent study. 
The Chronicle of Higher Educa- 
tion found that nearly 10 percent 
of undergraduate institutions were 
considering not issuing student e- 
mail addresses, because so many 
students have their own personal 
accounts. 

This is not an issue currently, 
said David Shapiro, director of 
technical services here at Lebanon 
Valley College, "but we are keeping 
our minds open." He cited numer- 
ous reasons for keeping LVC e- 



mails; one is that all official e-mail 
communication goes through the 
LVC accounts. 

Shapiro explained the two 
trends in the slowing of student e- 
mails: The first being a complete 
cessation of all e-mail accounts, 
the second one finding a different 
host, such as Google. He did not 
see LVC ever taking the first road, 
because it is simply "not the LVC 
personality." 

However, the second does make 
sense for some institutions. Allegh- 
eny College, located in Meadville, 
Pa, and of similar size to LVC, re- 
cently made the switch to a Google 
host. Students still have the allegh- 
eny.edu tag to their email, but they 
log in through Google. Rick Hol- 



mgren, director of informational 
technology at the college, said, "It 
makes communication easier for 
the college, and allows students 
and alumni to identify themselves 
as Alleghenians." 

He added, "The product has 
worked well for us so far." 

Though Allegheny College is 
happy with its new host, LVC's 
Shapiro is still not sure that would 
work as well here. Though it is 
much easier to manage, there is no 
on-campus help because it would 
not be the LVC staff that handled 
the service, he noted. 

Said Shapiro, "We like to be 
hands-on as much as we can and 
we would lose that ability."

Aside from the 
general promises eBay makes to en- 
sure your money and items are safe 
and that no foul play is involved, 
that's about all you're going to get 
as far as a guarantee from them. 
Buying and selling on eBay poses 
the same issues as Amazon, only 
with more risk.

after he helped the Dutchmen cap- 
ture their bowl victory. In that game, 
LVC scored 17 fourth-quarter points 
to overcome a 21-20 deficit Most 
Outstanding Player Alex Gilchrist 
had 10 tackles and a sack and forced 
two fumbles, returning one 25 yards 
for a touchdown. The Dutchmen 
were able to rally by holding Salis- 
bury to one first down in the second 
half. In all, LVC held Salisbury's po- 
tent run game to just 134 yards and 
184 yards overall. 

Along with these two valuable of- 
fensive weapons among this senior 
class, captain wide-outs Joe Brennan 
and Sean Donovan will be departing 
as welL After coming back for his sec- 
ond season due to injury in his first, the 
speedy wide receiver proved he was 
still at the top of his game by finishing 
his senior year with 614yards and five 
touchdowns. He also received recog- 
nition as a all-conference returner. 

Brennan will leave the Dutchmen 
with the questions of who will be- 
come their new deep threat He fin- 
ished off his final year by bringing in 
775 yards receiving along with haul- 



ing in 11 touchdown catches. The 
speedy wide receiver for the second 
straight year captured all-conference 
honors for his game-changing plays 
as well as for his stunning touchdown 
grabs in the end zone. He caught five 
balls for 105 yards and a touchdown 
in the win over Salisbury. 

The Dutchmen will be moving 
on next season as well without their 
slot receiver Matt Donley who was 
known for his key catches in clutch 
situations, in the Dutchmen's big 
games over his career. Two of those 
TD catches came in the win over 
Salisbury. 

The last offensive key departure 
comes from up front as the face of 
this Dutchmen offensive line loses 
its four-year starting all-conference 
tackle Sean Tetreault He proved that 
he was a special player just as Parker 
did during their freshman year as 
both became varsity starters when 
they came in. After making an impact 
for the Dutchmen with his outstand- 
ing blocking on the line, Tetreault was 
rewarded with all-conference honors 
in three of his four seasons here. 

On the defensive side of the ball, 
the Dutchmen are losing their core 
of middle backers who have stood 



there since their arrivaL Bruno Iozzo 
has been a solid player for this Dutch- 
man defense, creating havoc behind 
the line of scrimmage for opposing 
offenses. This year he recorded 51 
tackles, 34 of them solo, as well as 
recording three sacks, catching one 
interception and causing a safety.

The adrenaline won't 
be there." 

Steph Mannon '11, another 
member of the LVC swim team, 
reinforced the same issues as Lau- 
rel presented, saying, "While I 
can certainly appreciate the need 
to conserve financial resources 
in such a difficult economic time, 
the idea of these so-called 'vir- 
tual swim meets' blow my mind. 
Swimming is both a team and an 
individual sport where the best 
time brings the win. In order to 
improve these times, a swimmer 
needs something called competi- 
tion which the virtual swim meet 
totally extricates. Rather than 
racing swimmers from other 
teams in the lanes next to you 
to push you and improve your 
times, you are essentially racing 
your own teammates — some- 
thing that could easily be done in 
practice every day."

too many vital dimensions of 
competition when it goes virtual. 
While the College or University 
will save money, the bottom line 
and lingering question remains 
this: At what cost is competition 
worth sacrificing... literally? 

LVC swimming coach, Mary 
Gardner, recollected a past swim 
meet where coaches and officiat- 
ing staff from the opposing col- 
lege were thinking about hold- 
ing a virtual swim meet due to 
a snowstorm that was making 
roads extremely treacherous. 
When it came time for a deci- 
sion to be made about whether 
or not to have the meet via vir- 
tual means, both schools chose 
to have the meet cancelled. Both 
LVC and their rival knew that by 
engaging in virtual competition, 
a new precedent would be set, 
and this new precedent had the 
potential to deface the competi- 
tive aspect of the sport altogeth- 
er. Both colleges recognized that 
if they were to agree to have a vir- 
tual meet, they'd be agreeing to 



between actual competition and 
pseudo competition. 

As far as the consensus opin- 
ion goes, virtual competition 
proves no substitute for real 
competition. If you take away 
the physical and primal presence 
that necessitates real competi-

ing virtual competitions in lieu of 
actual ones for all sports. In the 
sport that I coach, cross country, 
rimes are irrelevant as we run on 
many different types of courses in 
many different types of weather 
conditions. With this in mind, 
there would be no real basis for 
comparison that would be fair. 
Additionally, one of my favorite 
things about cross country is that 
we all start on the same starting 
line and cross the same finish line.

Nearby Dickinson College in 
Carlisle last winter held a virtual 
women's swim meet with Bryn 
Mawr College, about 112 miles 
away.

"We prob- 
ably saved $900 on bus travel," 
William G. Durden, Dickinson's 
president, was quoted as saying. 

That's certainly not how ath- 
letes and coaches would prefer 
to conduct their competitions. 
Athletes think of gut-wrenching 
emotion and unparalleled pas- 
sion. When you look across the 
field, the court, or the lane at 
their opponent(s), nothing beats 
the feeling of pure adrenaline 
propagating through your veins.

This historic season for the 
2009 Dutchmen football team 
unfortunately has come to an 
end. This season has seen many 
first-time events take place as well 
as many of this program's history 
book being rewritten. LVC finished 
its season on Nov. 21 with a 37-21 
victory over Salisbury in the 2009 
ECAC Southwest Bowl at Arnold 
Field. 

The Dutchmen (9-2) set a pro- 
gram record for wins in a season 
and won their first postseason game 
since the Tampa Bowl in 1935. In 
addition, LVC made its first post- 
season appearance since the 1951 
BurleyBowL 

The Dutchmen have accom- 
plished so much this season with 
their performance on the field, but 
unfortunately must now say good- 
bye to some of its key seniors. These 
seniors have not only impacted 
their team with their spectacular 
plays but have had an undeniable 
impact on this football program. 

Running back Charlie Parker 
set a new mark to shoot for in 
LVC's football history book, fin- 
ishing his career with 3,855 rush- 
ing yards and 35 rushing touch- 
downs. Along with this, Parker 
has been named all-conference 
three out of the four years he has 
been in a Dutchmen uniform. He 
had 83 yards on 28 carries in the 
bowl victory a couple of weeks 
ago. 

Playing alongside Parker has 
been all-conference fullback Bri- 
an Lynch, who has contributed 
key blocking and hard-nose run- 
ning in addition to his leadership.
